Landlubber legislation 


ET’S FACE IT. Pleasure boating has reached the point where sensible 
ré gulatory measures are needed. With all good intentions State legis- 
latures are tackling the problem but in many cases their proposals are as 


effective as an umbrella in a line squall. 


One bill would make it unlawful for anyone under 16 to operate a motor- 
driven boat over 12 feet long; another would require the removal of trailer 
hitches from cars not in the process of towing. One state would limit boat 
speed to 10 miles per hour between the hours of 5 p. m. and 10 a. m. the 
next morning. Then there's a bill that has age limits, speed and distance 
prohibitions and time-of-day restrictions on water skiing. How would a few 


rules like this set with vour family? 


To avoid unnecessary restrictions and laws that would hurt instead of pro- 


tect the sport, boatmen would do well to familiarize themselves with pending 
legislation in their states. The support o1 combat these measures by con 
tacting state representa ind senators. Yacht clubs and boating groups 
can form legislative committees, attend hearings on pending bills and make 
a concerted effort to ke ns from stifling the full enjoyment of the

®@ Horrors, as near as I can tell, Mr. 
Elbert Robberson would never make 
it across Vineyard Sound. His descrip- 
tion of the vector diagram for course 
plotting in cross currents is in error 
because he is trying to add two fac- 
tors (the current vector [OK] and the 
course and distance to destination [no 
good]), which are not similar quanti- 
ties. His method is wrong. What he 
has actually solved is the problem: 
What speed and course are required 
to reach the destination in one hour? 

Actually, there is a separate solution 
to the problem for every speed of boat 
through the water. The method of 
solving to find the course to destina- 
tion in a Known cross current is as 
follows. 

1. Lay out the over-bottom course 
line from present location to destina- 
tion. That is the course you want to 
make good (080° in example illus- 
trated). 

2. Lay out Z “unit” line from pres- 
ent location in direction of current 
flow (215° in example). That is the 
current vector, and one unit one 
knot speed. 

3. From the end of the current vec- 
tor swing an arc whose radius in 
“units” equals boat speed. 

4. The “ship speed vector” is then 
drawn from the end of the “current 
vector” to the point where the arc

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TEST YOURSELF 
ON BOATING

Over most of the country the boating season is begin- 
ning. Before shoving off, a skipper should be certain of 
his seamanship. Are you prepared? Here are selected ques- 
tions on the vital aspects; try them to see if you are ready 
automatically to respond to the situations you may meet 
in the coming months 

The subjects covered have been treated in full in the 
POPULAR BOATING Seamanship column for the month indi- 
cated in the Answer. If you have any doubts, now is a 
good time to go to your back issues for a “refresher.” 


/. You see a boat flying a square red flag with a diagonal 
white stripe. What does this signify? 
A. This is the the skin-diver’s flag, indicating that divers 
are working below. It may be displayed on a boat, raft, 
or float. Stay well away to avoid the possibility of in- 
juring a swimmer. Another point to remember about 
flags is that if you enter foreign waters, be sure to follow 
flag etiquette; you may find local officials to be touchy 
on the subject. (March, 1960) 
From the standpoint of safety, what is the most impor- 
tant item of wearing apparel on a boat? 

\. Ordinarily, proper shoes. On a wet deck, bare feet 
or shoreside shoes, such as the ordinary rubber or crepe- 
sole variety, are dangerously slippery. There are a num- 
ber of skid-resistant shoes designed for use on boats—a 
very sensible investment. Non-skid deck finishes are also 
a good idea. Correct attire for children also includes life 
preservers: and the same goes for adults in rough or un- 
certain weather or in potentially dangerous situations. 
( April, 1960) 

Stay put in a safe place while underway in a powerboat. 
True or false? 


\. True. Riding on the foredeck of a small powerboat 
is exhilarating, but on many boats the extra weight for- 
ward may make the boat unstable, causing it to dig in 
and veer violently if a wave is hit. This could throw the 
rider overboard. In this case, there is a possibility of 
being slashed by the propeller 


What are some bad-weather signs? 
\. The build-up of thunderhead clouds, excessive static 
on radio receivers, dark surface-hugging rolls of cloud, 
increases in wind velocity, changes of wind direction, and 
temperature and barometric pressure drops are signifi- 
cant. The possibility of dangerous weather can be deter- 
mined from radio reports over broadcasting stations, 
airways and marine radio channels, and observance of 
warning flags at Coast Guard stations, yacht clubs and 
other facilities. Local study will increase your knowledge. 
(ibid. ) 
What precautions should be observed in fueling? 
\. There should be no smoking or other open flame in 
the vicinity. Motors and electrical equipment should be 
turned off. Fire extinguishers should be at hand. Porta- 
ble outboard tanks should be removed from the boat for 
filling. Motors with attached tanks should be allowed to 
cool. Doors, windows, and hatches should be closed to 
prevent entry of fumes. Any spillage should be wiped

has the right of way? 
A. A boat showing a red light on your starboard bow has 
the right of way: he is crossing your course in your 
danger zone.” It may be difficult to judge the distance 
and speed of the other vessel, so the prudent action is to 
pass astern of him, slowing down or changing course to 
starboard if necessary. (ibid.) 

19. What does the display of two or three vertical lights 

on the mast of a vessel indicate? 
\. These lights are carried by a towboat. Two vertical 
vhite lights indicate that scows or other vessels are being 
pushed or pulled alongside; three lights mean the tow is 
strung out astern.

Squadron. The Liaison Committee is currently composed 
of a Captain of the Homicide Division of the Memphis 
Police Department; a Captain of the Memphis Fire Depart- 
ment; The Shelby County Sheriff; a representative of the 
Civil Air Patrol; the Commander of the local U. S. Coast 
Guard; the Director of the local Chapter of the American 
Red Cross; the Director of the Memphis and Shelby County 
Safety Council; and the Memphis Waterfront Director. 

The Commodore and the Vice Commodore are the only 
persons empowered to call the Rescue Squadron into action. 
The dispatcher acts as coordinator. This prevents duplica- 
tion of efforts; insures coordination with proper civil au- 
thorities before starting a search; and insures suitable com- 
munications. Another very important, if less obvious, point 
is that the dispatcher slows things up a bit! This interval is 
used to learn as much as possible about the lost people: 
who they are; a description; how long missing; where they 
intended to go; where they might be; and why—not every- 
body wants to be found! 

Four practice missions a year are held in addition to 
ictual search missions. If a member fails to attend meet- 
ings, practice missions and actual rescue missions, or dis 
plays a general lack of interest, he may be dropped from 
the group. Members have also been dropped from the 
Squadron for lack of river knowledge, boat handling and 
reckless boat handling 

In a rescue mission, one Squad always stays at the 
McKellar Lake marina to maintain radio contact with the 
dispatcher; to maintain communications with the search 
Squads; to provide reinforcements if needed; special equip- 
ment of supplies; and to stay with kinfolk of lost people 

Commodore Paul McKinney feels that the use of radio 
communications was a turning point in the success of the 
Squadron. When first organized, hand signals, searchlights, 
flares and frequent rendezvous were the only means of pre- 
venting their own members from becoming lost. 

he first night practice and rescue missions were night- 
mares of misadventure. Now the Squadron searches in 
pairs with one boat of the pair always radio equipped. No 
boat without radio communuication is allowed to get out of 
sight distance of one with radio. 

The Squadron has one member with in inboard boat. 
Generally speaking, however, outboards are much better 
adapted for probing river banks, shallow water and back 
water areas where much of the search has to be conducted. 

The Rescue Squadron members belong to other boat 
clubs for pleasure, but band together in the Squadron for 
hard, demanding, often thankless and dangerous work. 
And, make no mistake about it, a night rescue mission on 
the Lower Mississippi River is no job for boys. — G

She was named Glow, a name that appealed to us three 
gals; in memory of that gorgeous glow our men had had 
the night they decided to buy it. 

Well, we started out by setting up a schedule for the 
boating season. The big holidays—Memorial Day, Fourth 
of July, and Labor Day—were drawn by lot. The balance 
of the weekends were assigned, every third weekend to a 
partner. The weekdays were left open, and anyone having 
the time could use the boat if he could get away. If the 
partners wished to share a weekend, and this has been true 
a good part of the time, then the assigned partner is captain 
and the other is guest. 

It was mutually agreed that when the boat was left in 
her slip by the assigned partner she would be thoroughly 
clean with engine oil checked and the gas tanks filled.

These were the basic rules and regulations that were 
to govern our three-way partnership for the next four 
successful years. 

At the end of the third season, Dick’s family had grown 
to three children.

(A necessity when many people work and live in a 
small area). Will the fellow be cautious and careful? (Two- 
thirds of the investment in the boat belongs to someone 
else). These things are important to a successful partnership. 

Fortunately we did not have to look too far. We found a 
likely prospect in our next-door neighbor, Harold Morgan- 
son. Now the wining and dining all over again, only this 
time we Friers were in the conspiracy.

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of transporting her both ways are about the same as hauling 
and storing at a boatyard, but the advantages are terrific. 
At home we can work on her at our leisure and do a 
thorough job. It takes two or three Sundays in the Fall 
and as many in the Spring for the general maintenance 
work. Each Fall we strip her down, and each partner 
stores some of the gear in his basement, reconditioning 
it during the winter as the spirit moves him. 

Our Spring Sunday work-days become work-parties. The 
three families plus friends whom we bribe with promises 
of weekend cruises on Glow turn out for several hours of 
intensive, careful, scraping, sanding, varnishing and paint- 


ing. Then comes a barbecue and some real conviviality. 
In almost no time Glow looks her best, and we are really 
proud of her, sure that she is in better condition than any 
boat on the river. 

We have always had a treasurer in our partnership who 
keeps the books on all the expenses, so we know just how 
much our boating costs us. We also keep a ship’s log 
aboard in which we list trip expenses, weather conditions 
and general information on each cruise. This makes in- 
teresting reading during the long shore-bound winter. 

This past year we tried an innovation. We opened a 
checking account in which each partner puts $20.00 a 
month. This pays the expenses through the year. We have 
found that our fixed expenses run about $500.00 a year. 
Of course there are always extras that we decide we must 
have to improve our Glow. These, plus such things as gas, 
oil, and ice, cost each partner about $200.00 a year plus 
a lot of hard labor, always fun because it is done in a 
group. In return each family in the partnership gets eight 
or ten weekends plus several weeks vacation aboard. Does 
this sound good? We say that it is! , 

We do not, of course, advocate boating partnerships for 
all. It takes close cooperation, confidence, consideration, 
and probably lots of luck to make a success of something 
like this. But we've all had many good times, sometimes 
all in a group and sometimes just in “family.” And all for 
one-third the cost and one-third the labor involved with a 
27 foot boat. We are all looking forward to our fifth sea- 
son with Glow 

It has been mutually agreed that if it ever becomes nec- 
essary to sell Glow there are two possible arrangements. 
If the partner wishing to sell is doing so because of a 
financial strain, the money received is split evenly. But 
if the selling partner is motivated by anything other than 
financial stress he will receive ten per cent less than each 
of the others. Simple as that. 

We are well satisfied with our set-up right now, but 
somebody in our crew keeps saying, “For a thousand bucks 
more apiece and a couple more partners, we could own a 
nice 40-footer.

HE GREAT THRILL of racing a modern high per- 

formance catamaran has been experienced by sur- 

prisingly few. Even experienced sailors can be gin- 
gerly heard to ask “how different are they to sail from single- 
hulled boats?” Our answer is that they are very similar 
and that a good sailor would be fairly at home at the helm 
of a 17 foot catamaran at the end of the first ten minutes 
of coaching from an experienced catamaran sailor. (For 
the purpose of this discussion an “experienced catamaran 
sailor” will be defined as a good sailor who has been out in 
a catamaran from three to eight times, including a few 
sails in a fresh breeze. ) 

A good sailor who has never been in a catamaran should 
just step aboard and try one, being careful to give all 
obstructions a wide berth until he has become accustomed 
to the speed, acceleration and other ways of the cats. Even 
at speeds over 18 mph there is no feeling that a well de- 
signed catamaran is in any way out of control. The sensa- 
tion is rather of power, and slicing through the water at 
incredible speed. 

There is certainly no better way for a beginner to learn 
to sail a catamaran than to crew in a catamaran for either 
day sailing or racing. The learner should be allowed to 
take the helm as soon as possible, for the sooner he does, 
the sooner he will be ready to solo. An alert person can 
solo an airplane after six hours of lessons, and catamarans 
are certainly a lot easier than that. The experienced person 
who is giving instruction should sit forward and act as 
crew. At first the instructor should take the limp end of 
the main sheet, which is belayed in a quick release jam 
cleat. This relieves the learner of everything except steering 
the boat. As soon as he has the hang of steering, which is 
exactly the same as any other boat, he should be asked to 
practice engaging and disengaging the main sheet. This is 
perfectly easy but should be practiced frequently for the 
first five minutes. A smart pull up releases it, and throwing 
one foot over the hauling part and pressing down with the 
foot while pulling with the hand engages the main sheet 
in the jam cleat. The dean and master of catamaran sailing 
on the east coast, Bill Cox, sagely points out that the jam 
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cleat should be bent down so that although it is a little 
harder to engage it, what is much more important, it is 
far faster and easier to release when so adjusted. 

Probably the two most frequently asked questions about 
catamaran sailing are: “How are they at coming about?” 
and “Will they turn over?” 

The answer to the first question is that a properly de- 
signed catamaran is only slightly slower in stays than a 
single-hulled boat. There is, however, an easy but impor- 
tant technique that should be followed to help catamarans 
around: As a catamaran is swung up into the wind the jib 
sheet should be cast off early so as not to fight the boat’s 
rotation. At the same time the mainsheet is brought tight 
amidships to help the boat’s rotation until the boat is head 
to wind, at which point the skipper should cast off the main 
sheet so that the mainsail will not fill on the new tack until 
the jib is trimmed and full and drawing. This helps the 
boat pay off on the new tack. As the boat starts to gather 
way because of the drawing jib, and not until then, should 
the mainsail be trimmed. After tacking in this fashion a 
few times the logic of it becomes so obvious that the pro- 
cedure becomes automatic. The whole process from full 
and bye on one tack to full and bye on the other tack takes 
about five seconds on the 17-foot Tigercat, give or take a 
little, depending on the wind speed. The most critical thing 
is to trim the jib very fast. 

Another point to remember is that long narrow boats 
like to go in a straight line, and, since catamarans consist 
of two long narrow hulls, this is particularly true. There- 
fore, don't put the helm over too fast or too far during the 
first part of the tack. As soon as the boat has started its 
swing, however, it then becomes desirable to put the helm 
over further in the normal fashion. The reason for not 
slamming the helm over too fast is that it will kill the boat’s 
way and thereby reduce effectiveness of the rudders. 

Now let us review in quick order what we have said. 
The boat is close hauled and we wish to tack. Put the helm 
over at medium speed, cast off the jib and trim the mainsail 
simultaneously. Now put the helm over further, cast off the

Now for that touchy question about capsizing. This is 
about as easy to answer as “will a sports car turn over?” 
The answer is that neither the catamaran nor the car will 
flip if properly handled, but both can and will if improperly 
handled or pushed too hard. 

A catamaran’s stability is so great that a careless person 
might be lulled into a sense of false security. Actually, a 
normally cautious person could no doubt own a catamaran 
for ten years without ever tipping it over. Statistics are 
still somewhat rare since well-designed catamarans have 
only been commercially available for the last year or two. 
Bill Cox, who is the President of the Tigercat Association, 
states that while the Pearson Corporation in Bristol, Rhode 
Island, has molded 150 plastic Tigercats, very few have 
been reported to have been tipped over. Bob Smith, who 
was second in the National Tigercat Championship, and 
who always sails with his 90-pound, 12-year-old son as 
crew, has never tipped over. Bob Harris, the designer 
of the Tigercat, has never tipped over a Tiger although he 
has tipped over one of his earlier catamaran designs which 
was admittedly too narrow. Eric Olson, who won the One- 
Of-A-Kind Race against all kinds of boats in the now 
famous 1959 contest in Florida, has never tipped over a 
catamaran and had never set foot in the Tigercat prototype 
until the day before the first race in Miami. On corrected 
time this boat got four firsts and one second against all 
comers of every description, including almost all the best- 
known and established racing classes in the world. 

On the other side of the ledger, the Tigercat Association 
recognizes that the boats can tip over and has made it

mandatory that any boat in this class entering a race must 
have a long line tied to the masthead and the coil made up 
on the bow crossbar so that a capsized boat can be righted 
by pulling on the end of this line. The boats will neither 
flood nor sink, so that when righted they do not require 
bailing. The precautions to prevent capsizing are the same 
as on any non-ballasted sailboat. Basically, easing the main 
sheet is all that is required. Running off will automatically 
blanket the jib. Both the jib sheet and main sheet may be 
made fast in a jam cleat most of the time. Some of our 
sailing friends whom we have taken out for the first time 
were surprised when we told them that they need not worry 
about casting off the jib sheet, but that it was more impor- 
tant that they be ready to move their weight aft if a strong 
puff hit us. The slack end of the mainsheet on the other- 
hand should be in the skipper’s lap ready for instant release 
Only in the freshest wind does an experienced skipper need 
to actually hold it in his hand. 

One of the best ways to prevent tipping over is to reef. 
If the wind is blowing over 25 mph it is a good idea to reef 
the mainsail if you are only day sailing. This takes less than 
five minutes, and makes the boat much easier to handle in 
fresh breezes. At the Seacliff regatta in 1960 it blew over 
25 and puffs were reported to have exceeded 32 mph, yet 
none of the Tigers tipped over. 

Frequent questions arise concerning the advisability of 
“hiking a hull.” With experience, a catamaran sailor will 
learn that he can hike a hull for prolonged periods if the 
wind is steady. On the otherhand, a beginner should not 
let one hull be lifted clear out of the water, since beyond 
this point there is relatively little reserve stability. When 
racing in a fresh breeze a light or medium-light crew can 
hike a hull of a 17 footer to advantage by letting the wind- 
ward hull rise about one foot above the water. On the 
other hand, a heavy crew in a 14 footer should probably 
not hike a hull while racing because if they do it will 
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let the leeward hull take the full weight of boat and crew 
and thus sink it to a greater draft than is advantageous from 
a Maximum speed standpoint. To prevent the weather hull 
from lifting clear of the water simply ease the mainsheet 
a bit. 

The full length batten sails that most high performance 
catamarans carry make luffing bearable because the sail 
does not flap. make a lot of noise, or shake the rig. Partial 
luffing will also prevent the leeward bow from burying. 
This need only be resorted to when the skipper and crew 
have moved their weight as far aft as physically possible. 
If with the weight so placed the lee bow is near to diving, 
simply ease the sheet a bit. As soon as the wind lets up at 
all, trim again. This condition will only occur when you 
are going over 18 miles an hour, and the feeling of ex- 
hilaration is beyond description. 

A catamaran at 20 miles an hour can actually feel quite 
stable and thoroughly under control. The speed is at first 
unbelievable but delightful, and not frightening once you 
have learned the easy process of luffing the main and run- 
ning off when you want to ease the boat. The first time 
out in a wind of over 12 miles an hour will leave the new- 
comer breathless with the phenomenal acceleration of well 
designed twin-hulled boats. 

Another frequent question concerns the speed of “cats” 
in light weather. In winds ‘nder eight miles an hour well- 
designed catamarans will hold their own against boats of 
their size, and will actually out-ghost almost all boats. They 
will not be as spectacularly faster as in winds of over 15 
mph where even a 17 footer will reach more than twice 
as fast as a 70-foot twelve meter. In light weather the 
catamaran’s helm will feel a little more sluggish than that 
of a normal planing boat, but this is little enough to put 
up with in anticipation of the times that it will blow over 
8 mph and those 15-mile-an-hour breezes that will make 


you fly like a bird. (continued on next page) 
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BRITISH CHALLENGE U. S. 
FOR CATAMARAN SUPREMACY 


CHALLENGE FROM the Chapman-Sands Sailing Club at Canvey Island, Eng- 
[ land, to race a catamaran against an American boat, has been accepted by the 


Eastern Multi-Hulled Sailing Association in this country. The contest will begin 
on Long Island Sound on September 22 and the first boat to win four races will be 
declared winner. Although the race does not as yet have an official name, it has been pro- 
posed that it be called the England’s Cup Race. To date, four boats have been registered 
as defense candidates against the British. A series of trial races will be conducted begin- 
ning September 11 to select which one of the four will race the challenger. The United 
Kingdom boat, Hellcat, is owned by John Fisk of Canvey Island. Two of the American 
contenders will be from the West Coast, and are expected to be modifications of Wildcat 
and Pacific Cat. A new boat, designed by MacLear & Harris, is now abuilding for John 
Potter in Connecticut. The fourth boat is being designed jointly by Walter Bloemhard, 
Bill Cox and George Moffat for a three-man syndicate. The basic rules set down for the 
contest are that a boat must be under 25 feet overall, less than 14 feet in beam, have less 
than 300 square feet of sail and carry a crew of two. Since weight is a major factor in 
catamaran racing, it is reported that the designers of these boats are searching for a new 
material which can be utilized in their construction. Little is known about the boats being 
built for the race. Designers are keeping them under wraps. However, if they stay close 
to the 300 square foot sail requirement and retain the two man crew, it is likely that we 
will see boats about 20 to 22 feet in length and with any wind at all, very fast sailing. 
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Few catamaran discussions get very far without some- 
isking how high they can point. According to top 
it skipper, Bob Smith, they should be sailed quite 
to the wind. If one tries to give them a “rap full” 
let them foot” he may find himself reaching back and 
1 great speed but making little progress to wind- 
The great speed of the boats draws the wind so far 
rd that one may fool himself into thinking he is 
ehauled when he is really only close reaching. It is for 
reason that National Tigercat Champion Bill Cox says

\ good friend of ours who was one of the earliest per- 
sons to recognize the true potential of multi-hulled boats, 
once told us about his first ride in a boat of more than one 
hull. He said, “On that day we went so fast that I knew 
that from that instant on it would be multi-hulled boats 


year more-and more people are turning to the 
me way of thinking and every year there are more cata- 
marans afloat for people to take their first ride. Carleton 
Mitchell, the only man to have ever won three consecutive 
Bermuda races, has publicly backed them, and recently

People frequently ask whether catamarans are suitable 
for beginners who have never sailed. A rank beginner 
should not go out alone in as powerful a catamaran as 
the 17-foot Tigercat, but the 12-foot Tiki and the 13-foot 
Go Cat make good trainers, and still provide excitement 
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If a beginner buys a 17 footer he should invite a good 
sailor to go out with him the first few times until he ts 
sure that he can handle all possible situations. The small 
“Go Cat” produced by Duncan Sutphen is the best be- 
ginners’ we know because she has absolutely no shrouds 
or stays and the sail can be let out completely so that it 
flaps like a flag no matter which way the boat is facing 
his is a great safety feature since you can instantaneously 
ease the boat by letting the sheet fly. A further beginners’ 
feature in the “Go Cat” is that she has only one sail and 
all the gear is simple. Furthermore, she can be dismantled 
for transporting 

In any case beginners should not practice in crowded 
anchorages because of the cat’s great speed and fast ac- 
celeration. Experienced sailors can, on the otherhand, take 
catamarans through crowded anchorages at upward of 12 
knots since they make no wake. The good sailor will look 
well ahead and plan to react on an instant’s notice. This 
is, Of Course, true on any boat, but is particularly important 
on fast sailing catamarans 

To sum up, the cats are not hard to sail; they are not 
very different from single-hulled boats in their behavior, 
and a good part of the time they provide an additional ex- 
citement unknown until recent years. Any sailor who has 
not been out in a modern high performance racing cata- 
maran, Owes it to himself to try it. Preferably choose a 
day when it is blowing over 14 miles per hour for it is then 
that they go like scalded cats, and will give you the thrill 


of your life de

POWER CAT’S SPEED 


Ted Jones shows how twin-hulled craft combine 


safe speed with efficient use of horsepower

But in the development of catamarans Jones has been 


Ore interested in safety Speed is important, yes, but not 
tor speed’s sake alone,” Jones said “Speed must be related 
to the efficient use of horsepower. You can get more safe 


speed, using identical power, in a catamaran than you can 


in a V bottom, single-hull craft of the same length.” 

There’s nothing more seaworthy than a catamaran, ac- 
cording to Jones. “They are virtually capsize proof. They 
are easy to handle, smooth riding, dry and comfortable 
when properly designed.” 

Jones began designing catamarans at the request of out- 
board engine manufacturer (Carl Kiekhaefer) who shared 
his conviction that something new could and should be 
designed for pleasure boats. 

‘The power catamaran is essentially two dories tied to- 
gether,” Jones pointed out, “but there the similarity ends 
Cats are air supported units as opposed to planing hulls 
which depend upon hydraulic lift afforded by the surface of 
the water. Since air is 800 times less dense than water, it 
makes a lot more sense to use alr 

‘On high speed cats, lift is achieved almost entirely by 
air. But lower speed, family boats are partially planing, 
partially air supported. They get an assist from the air and 
consequently offer a smoother ride and more speed. 

“Speaking of speed and horsepower—simple horsepower, 
as the experienced boatsman knows, is not the answer to in- 
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creased speed. As an example, the Navy compared a con- 
ventional planing hull with one of our cats. Both boats 
were 18 feet; both powered with identical twin 40 horse- 
power engines. The conventional planing hull attained a 
speed of 32 miles per hour, while our cat reached 38 miles 
per hour. 

“The important thing is that the V bottom boat was sat- 
urated with power and the catamaran was capable of using 
double the power efficiently. You reach a point of no return 
much more quickly on conventional hulls than you do with 
catamarans insofar as horsepower is concerned.” 

Most power catamarans have sharp V hulls for the for- 
ward entry. Jones-designed cats have flattened V section 
forward and otherwise are similar in shape to a water ski. 
Jones explained why. “This prevents diving. Each pon- 
toon or hull is a ski with a small planing area forward. This 
angle of attack enables the pontoon to climb over any 
obstacle water or debris.” This feature of Jones’ 
design assures a dry boat. During the filming of a cata- 
maran feature for the television show, “You Asked For It,” 
Jones made a standing offer to pay $100 for every drop of 
water taken over the bow. They thought he was crazy, but 
he didn’t have to pay a dime. 

Another important advantage of the catamaran is its re- 
markable turning ability. A well designed cat will not bank 
on a turn except at very slow speeds. There is very little 
lateral motion. Jones uses a non-tripping chine with a 40 
degree angle. On a left turn, for instance, the inside of the 
port pontoon and the outside of the starboard pontoon 
form two identical planes that give identical lift through 
the turn. The 40-degree angle of attack keeps the boat 
“aloft.” 

“It is almost impossible to flip a catamaran,” Jones said. 
“We took a 17 foot model powered with two 40 horse- 
power engines and at full bore (47 mph) turned as sharply 
as possible. We swapped ends and started off in the other 
direction but we could not flip it. We tried deliberately on 
several occasions without success.” 

Skeptics say that interior space is lost due to the cata- 
maran’s tunnel. Jones maintains that the 
wetted area of the conventional planing hull is greater than 
the catamaran. “You can get much greater width for length 
because the wetted area of the catamaran remains the same 
“The space lost with 
a V bottom is just as much and sometimes more than a 
catamaran. 


Jones says no.

OW IS AIR USED to provide lift to a catamaran hull? 
Here is the explanation given by Ted Jones: 

“The lift principle of the catamaran is similar to the 
venturi effect—air intake, compression and exhaust. With 
a catamaran, you take in air at the bow opening of the tun- 
nel, compress it to a given dimension, then provide the 
correct size and shape of the rear opening for the release 
“exhaust.” 

Jones pointed to a bundle of drawings. “In studying old 
drawings of the many boats we've designed and built, my 
son Ron discovered that there is a compression ratio with 
which we can determine the proper amount of lift at a de- 
sired point in relation to the tunnel opening and the length 
of the hull 

“If the ratio of air intake in the tunnel to the compression 
point is too high, the boat will be flighty; if too low, it will 
be a dog in the water.”

Jones’ compression ratio is a professional secret. The 
profile of the tunnel is the secret of good catamaran design 
It must be free of sharp corners where eddies of air could 
build up. 

“In more simple terms,” Jones said, “here’s what hap- 
pens: you take air into the tunnel, sit on it as it is com- 
pressed, and release only enough to keep you suspended 
on the cushion of air.” 











Will The Cruising Cat 
Replace the 


Motor Sailer? 


Easily-driven shoal-draft catamarans with good load capacity 


offer solution to old compromise between power and sail 


By Tim Shepard 


ONG BEFORE COLUMBUS even dreamed of poking 
out into the Atlantic Ocean in his three ungainly 
craft, Polynesian navigators were scooting confi- 

dently across the Pacific in fleets of giant catamarans. 

Sporting as many as six masts, these ancient sailing ma- 
chines were making trade runs between Tahiti and the 
Hawaiian Islands in less time than many freighters could 
match today. 

In terms of sailing craft, some of these 100-foot, twin 
hulled creations averaged 10 knots from port to port, four 
tenths of a Knot better than the mark of the 96-foot Morn- 
ing Star when she established the record run on the Hono- 
lulu Race 10 years ago 

Captain James Cook, discoverer of the Hawaiian Islands, 
didn't believe his eyes when he first saw these “frightened 
swans” scudding past Diamond Head in the late 1700s. 

He was the first Westerner to record the wonders of the 
Polynesian cruising catamarans. 

Catamaran designers of today violently disagree over 
how good were those legendary cats of centuries gone by. 

“Unfortunately, we haven't even approached the Poly- 
nesians,” admitted Daniel Brown, one of the West Coast’s 
most successful designers of cruising cats. “Those were the 
real express trains.” 

Rudy Choy, born and raised in the Hawaiian Islands and 
one of the best known designers in the twin hull field, re- 
gards the feats of his ancestors with a grain of salt. 
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“I don’t feel that they ever even approached the speed 
of the modern catamarans,” he said in an interview at his 
offices at Newport Beach, “They just didn’t have the equip- 
ment—hulls, sails and gear—that give our catamarans the 
ability to make as much as 25 knots.” 

Both designers agree, however, that considering what 
they had to work with, those early Pacific sailors made 
monkeys out of the audacious mariners of the Western 
World, who first sloshed across the sea to visit America 
with their hulks and prayers. Instead of pine pitch and 
metal nails, the Polynesian shipwrights secured their hulls 
with coconut pitch and pandanus fiber cords. For sails, their 
womenfolk wove huge mats from pandanus fiber. 

Waiting for “the West Wind” (the tail end of the Pacific 
hurricanes) these sailors would put aboard thousand-pound 
stone idols and a crew of up to 80 persons before making 
their head-long dash to the East. 

Despite the legends, western sailors steered away from 
experimenting with the catamaran design until the early 
part of this century. The link, strangely enough, was pro- 
vided by Nathanial Herreshoff, undoubtedly America’s 
greatest conventional yacht designer. 

Hearing about these strange Pacific machines, the “Wiz- 
ard of Bristol” designed and constructed an experimental 
catamaran in the early 1900s. His 24-foot “monstrosity” 
was greeted with jeers when it joined the fleet of 90-foot

schooners on Long Island Sound for the New York Yacht

Horrified, the masters of the “gentle giants,” watched 
Nat's tiny ship scream past them in race after race. They 
welcomed the first catamaran of the century in a manner 
identical to the single-hulled racing skippers of today 

They outlawed the thing,” exclaimed Choy. 

Half a century later, the catamaran is still branded as an 
outlaw, excluded from racing against her single-hulled sis- 
ters by tradition and misconception 

They say our cats are unsafe, capsizing easily and are 
unsourid in a sea,” snapped Choy angrily. “This is nothing 
but a smoke screen.” 

Choy, who has designed some 40 West Coast catama- 
rans, Claims there has never been a stability problem. 

No one expects anything to be 100 per cent safe in cars 
or keel boats,” he said. “But they do with catamarans.” 

Choy maintains that the only thing that will capsize a 
cat is wind, a gale-full of it. His counterpart, Brown, an 
1crodynamic engineer, however, claims that in a storm, 
huge waves spaced at specific distances can flip a catama- 
ran if her hulls are too far apart 

The Polynesians seemed to know this instinctively,” he 
said. “Their hulls were comparatively close together and 
they didn’t have trouble turning turtle. Well—if they did, 
no one ever reported it a 

While the two designers disagree on the ultimate stability 
of catamarans, they concur on the tremendous speed of the 
twin hullers and on the future potential of the cats

“Rudy's 46-foot Aikane (dear friend in Hawatian) twice 
massacred the Honolulu Race fleet,” said Brown. “She was 
a bomb as a racing machine, but in my opinion not success- 
ful as a cruising catamaran.” 

Brown’s 44-foot Anuinui, on the other hand, has never 
been able to achieve Aikane’s speed, but is a roomy, com- 
fortable craft with a good turn of speed and tremendous 
capacity for cruising. 

“A reasonable turn of speed, single-handed sailing ability 
and room,” he said, “were what I wanted. I think I got 
all of these things.” 

The major problem of cruising catamarans—weight—is 
an area where the two designers agree. 

“The owners want to pile too much junk into the boat,” 
said Choy. “These aren't apartment houses. If they want 
to have a house boat, I tell them to go see somebody else.” 

The genial Hawaiian learned about this critical displace- 
ment factor through several disillusioning experiences. 
Aikane, the gazelle of the Honolulu races, was just another 
cruising clunker when she was weighted down with suffi- 
cient gear for an extended trip. 

Choy’s 58-foot Ho Ku Ma Kani, a palatial craft with 
twin diesels, is something he doesn’t even like to talk about. 

“Let's face it,” said Brown. “She's got too much weight 
and she’s a dog under sail.” 

Brown feels the only way to design a catamaran that will 
carry a heavy load desirable for cruising is to build hulls 
with more individual beam. His Hawaiian competitor, how- 
ever, is reluctant to abandon the canoe-like hulls which give 
his craft such enormous speed.

“I’ve got a 20-foot shaft running back to the stern,” he 
explained. “You don’t have to live with the engine and it’s 
plenty efficient.” 

It wasn’t until 10 years ago that designers of catamarans 
were able to overcome one problem that daunted their Poly- 
nesian predecessors 

“They could really get up and go on a run and a reach,” 
Brown said. “But they just couldn’t go to weather.” 

This was solved when Woody Brown, a distant cousin to 
Dan, came up with the asymmetrical hull, which resembles 
a plane wing turned on end.

THE 
BOATMAN’S 
LIFELINE

6“ O HAVE OR HAVE NOT,” that’s what many 

boat owners are saying to themselves right now. 

They know that two-way radio in an airplane is a 
necessity, in a car it’s usually a luxury, and in a pleasure 
boat it’s a strange mixture of both. Actually, in today’s elec- 
tronic world, no boat of any size is really complete without 
some form of radiotelephone equipment aboard. Let’s see 
some of the considerations which the small boatman must 
face when buying and installing a radiotelephone aboard his 
vessel. Of course, having the equipment on board is only 
half the battle; knowing how to get the maximum flexibility 
from the “rig” is the other half. 

Probably the best advice anyone can give a prospective 
marine radiotelephone buyer/user is “speak to other boat- 
men before you buy.” Ask around your yacht club or har- 
bor, find out the sizes of the radios in other vessels in your 
area. Ask if the owners are satisfied with the performance 
of their equipment. Look at the installations on each boat 
to get an idea of how your unit will be placed. Ask who 
installed the equipment, who sold the equipment, if the 
equipment has needed repairs, and most of all, would the 
boat owner want a larger unit if he bought another set. Ask 
about the antenna. Is it rugged, does it give good perform- 
ance, how does it take weather wear? With this information 
at your fingertips you will avoid “buying blind today and 
being sorry tomorrow.” 

The power of the unit you buy should be commensurate 
with both the size of your vessel and the distance you intend 
to cover, and remember that efficiency of a set may vary 
with size of ground plate and workmanship of the installa- 
tion. Figure roughly about 10 miles coverage for every 
five watts input (not output, be careful not to get swamped

The further away you can get the set from the engine 
the better because you're going to get less of the teeth- 
gnashing ignition noise (even though an engine has been 
de-noised,” there is still a certain amount). Finally, be 
careful not to locate the set within a yard or so of your 
steering compass. The compass’ accuracy will be affected 
by the magnets in the set’s loudspeaker. 
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Citizens Band communications system by RCA covers 
marinas and yacht clubs in Western Long Island Sound. 


PLACING YOUR ANTENNA 

The antenna should be located as high as possible and 
where it will not be banging into things when you're docked 
Popular mounting locations for marine antennas will be 
seen when you make your preliminary survey of the other 
radio-equipped vessels in your area. You'll probably find 
that most are mounted on the side of the windshield, on 
the roof of the cabin, in the center of the deck (forward of 
the windshield), or on the mast 

As mentioned before, the antenna lead should be as short 
as possible. So that it shouldn't jiggle around, the antenna 
lead should be fastened in place with plastic or ceramic 
(never metal) clips or stand-off insulators 


WHAT ABOUT A GROUND? 


We can make a flat statement about the boat's ground 
the better the ground, the better the performance of yout 
equipment. The guy with the metal hulled boat has it made, 
he’s got the best possible ground by just connecting the set 
to any convenient part of the hull. For non-metallic hulled 
vessels the best type of ground is a copper ground plate 
attached to the underwater part of the hull directly beneath 
the equipment—of course you'll have to pull your boat out 
of the water to attach one of these gizmos. If a ground plate 
is not possible you can simply ground the set to the engine, 
although this can be somewhat improved by also hooking 
all other metal items of any decent size to the engine too 
(pipes, anchor chain, etc.). On commercial craft, the F.C. 
requires a minimum of 12 sq. ft. of copper ground 

WHEN IT’S INSTALLATION TIME 

When they come to install your set it would be best for 
you to stick around, not to supervise the technicians, but to 
answer any questions they might have regarding the place 
ment of the equipment. Frequently questions come up 
which only you will be able to answer (“Can we drill 
through this?” “Can we pry this cushioning off the seat to 
run a wire?’’). When the set is finally installed, ask the tech- 
nician to brief you on the operation of the set’s controls 
Generally you won't have to contend with anything more 
formidable than a simple on/off switch, a channel selector, 
a volume control, a noise limiter switch, and a push-to-talk 
button on the handset. He'll probably leave you a station 
log book (more about that later) and an instruction manual 
for the equipment, which you should read carefully before 
attempting to use the set 

Now that you're finally radio-equipped, the next step is 
to register your equipment with the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission and have them issue a license for your 
equipment 


GETTING A LICENSE 
Although this is frequently done for you by the outfit 
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who sells and installs the rig on your boat, it’s a relatively 
simple matter for you to apply for the license yourself. The 
procedure is to contact the F.C.C. (either at Washington Bay 
D.C., or your local office, if you have one) and ask for a 
“Form S01-A.” The “501” is a single sheet affair contain- 
ing only nine questions for the individual applicant. All 
they want to know is the name and number of your boat, 
your name and address, what kind of rig you're going to 
use, if you’re an American citizen, and if you will have ex- 
culsive control over the operation of the transmitter 

Complete the form, sign it before a Notary Public, and 
forward it to the F.C.C. in Washington. The F.C.C. pro- 
cessing should take 30 to 60 days (figure around 60 during 
April to September), during which time you may not oper- 
ate your transmitter unless you secure an “interim license,” 
which is valid for not more than 90 days. An interim 
license will be issued if the applicant (or his agent) takes 
his completed and notarized “501” in person to any F.C.C. 
office and requests this type of license. Under no circum- 
stances can an interim license be obtained by mail. 

The next step is to open a radiotelephone account with 
your local telephone company, if you live near a city which 
has a “Marine Operator.” A call to the company’s business 
office will bring you an application asking some questions 
about your vessel’s name, operating frequencies, etc. Fill 
it out, return it, and you're all set. The only time you'll 
hear from them again is when they send a bill—and they'll 
only do that when you make a call through their operator. 
There are no monthly charges. If you make no calls all 
season, you'll never get a bill 

Average rates for “local” ship-to-shore calls are about 
$1 (plus tax) for 3 minutes. Long-distance calls run about 
the same as on-shore long-distance calls, plus the ship-to- 


shore toll charge 


F.C.C. REQUIREMENTS 

The F.C.C. has established a set of rules and standards 
for marine radio stations. These are encompassed in “Part 
8 of the F.C.C. Rules,’ a document which you are required 
to have on board if you're radio-equipped. This publica- 
tion is available for $2.50 (no stamps) from the Superin- 
tendent of Documents, Government Printing Office, Wash- 
ington 25, D.C. Ask for “Volume IV, Federal Communica- 
tions Rules and Regulations.” 

Under “Part 8” you will notice that you must post your 
station license in a conspicuous spot near the transceiver. 
You must also have and properly maintain a radio trans- 
mission log, noting every transmission made by your sta- 
tion. A sample log page is illustrated here. Normally, sta- 
ion logs must be retained for at least one year after the 

t entry 

The F.C.C. also requires that you apply for their “Re- 
stricted Radio-telephone Operator Permit” in order to op- 
erate your transceiver. This is just one more short form to 
fill out (Form 753) and can be taken care of when you 
apply for your station license. This permit must be kept on 
your person whenever you are operating the station. Guests 
aboard your vess?l are permitted to speak over the mike 
provided you (or anyone else with a permit whom you des- 
ignate) Start, supervise, and end the operation, announce 
the station’s official callsign and make all log entries. The 
holder of a Restricted Radiotelephone Operator Permit is 
not permitted to make any adjustments within the transmit- 
ter which may affect the proper operation of the station 
These adjustments may be made only by the holder of a 
first or second class F.C.C. radiotelephone or radiotele- 
graph license 

If you replace your transceiver with another unit a new 
“SO1” must be submitted for approval. If you sell your 
vessel or otherwise discontinue radio operations you should, 
Or your own protection, return the station license to the 


i 
F.C.C. for cancellation. Every 4 years, a renewal of your 


station license must be made on F.C.C. Form 405A 

Regardless of the F.C.C. rules and regulations, there are 
some boatmen who insist on making their own rules, which 
are often at variance to those established by the F.C.C. An 
F.C.C. inspector informs us that the most common rule 
violations by boatmen are 1) talking too long and tying up 
the channels with unnecessary gossip; 2) improper use and 
monitoring of the calling channel; and 3) not having a cur- 
rent copy of “Part 8” aboard. The F.C.C. passes out their 
own equivalent of “traffic tickets” to offenders. These 
violation notices must be answered in writing within three 
days and can lead to penalties if the violation is serious or 
if the boatman is a “repeater.” 


OPERATING PROCEDURE AND TECHNIQUE 

Before you shove-off it’s a good idea to check the proper 
operation of your transceiver, at least on one channel. If 
you find that the rig isn’t up to snuff, call a marine elec- 
tronics technician, they're usually listed in the “Yellow 
Pages” under “Radiotelephone and Radiotelegraph Sales 
and Service.” As a matter of fact it’s a good idea to let 
someone qualified check over your rig at least once or twice 
a year, even if nothing seems wrong with it. Sort of pre- 
ventive medicine 

Using the equipment is easy enough if you follow the 
standard procedures established after many years of opera- 
tion by commercial and pleasure boat operators 

When you want to make a ship-to-shore “Marine Oper- 
ator” call, you should switch to the Marine Operator’s 
channel and listen to see if it’s in use. Never, except in an 
emergency situation, break in on someone’s telephone call 
If the channel is clear, put on your transmitter and say, 
“This is WQ1965, the yacht Kerry, calling the New York 
Marine Operator” (of course you would use your own call-

Prowords are especially useful in communications 
with Coast Guard stations, whose operators under- 
stand and use them.

sign, vessel name and appropriate Marine Operator). If 
there is no reply to your transmission wait a short time and 
trv again. When she answers, you say, “This is WQ1965, the 
yacht Kerry, calling New York City Digby 4-9970.” You 
may talk as long as you like; however remember that others 
may be waiting to place calls. When you have completed 
your conversation say, “This is WQ1965, the yacht Kerry 
signing off.” Here’s a hint: some large ports have Marine 
Operator channels which are used only, or mainly, during 
daylight hours. You will find these channels generally less 
crowded than “24-hour” channels. Unless you expect to 
make nighttime ship-to-shore calls from your boat you will

All other fre- 
quencies shown indicate all stations transmit and re- 
ceive on the same frequency. “StS” indicates Ship-to- 
Shore” service in the area(s) listed. (d) is daylight 
service only, (ds) means daylight service April 1 to 
Dec. 14, unlimited Dec. 15 to March 31. Channels 
marked with an asterisk (*) may be used only after 
your equipment has been certified (to the F.C.C.) as 
not transmitting harmonic frequencies. This certifica- 
tion is made either by your set’s manufacturer or by 
the marine electronics technician who installs your Set, 











be better off on such a channel. If you want to insure 
maximum privacy on your call, request the Marine Oper- 
ator to run her buzzer (busy-signal) if she is not doing so. 
Of course, watch your language at all times, and if neces- 
sary, remind the party at the other end of the line to do the 
same. 

If you have an interim license or no account with the 
Marine Operator you may charge the call to your home or 
business number or place the call “collect.” 

When making an intership call (ship-to-ship) use 2182 
ke, the international radiotelephone calling and distres 
frequency, to establish the contact and then prompt 
switch to an intership working channel. The proper method 
of calling another vessel is, “Judy Gee, this is WQ1965, the 
yacht Kerry. Over.” Don’t make any longwinded calls on 
2182 ke, and, for that matter, don’t tie-up the intership 
working channels with rag-chewing. Rag-chewing and othei 
superfluous and unnecessary transmissions are against thc 
law, as are “broadcasts” (transmissions not addressed to a 
specific station) except during an emergency which requires 
otherwise. Nobody has any priority rights to any marine 
channel, except in an emergency situation. 

The F.C.C. requires that you keep your receiver tunce 
to 2182 ke while your marine transceiver is turned on. The 
only times your set should be monitoring another channel 
are when you are communicating with another station, 
listening to a marine information or weather broadcast on 
another channel, listening for a brief period to receive a 
scheduled call, waiting for the completion of a call placed 
through a Marine Operator, standing by to place a call 
through the Marine Operator after she has asked you to 
wait your turn, or using your receiver to receive transmis 
sions from a standard broadcast-band radio station. When 
you are tuned to 2182 ke you are part of a gigantic moni- 
toring network ready to communicate with stations in dis- 
tress. All shore stations monitor 2182 ke 24-hours a day, 
as do Coast Guard vessels. In addition to the distress factor, 
the use of 2182 ke will make it easier for another vessel to 
contact you because the calling station will know that if he 
can’t raise you on 2182 ke you probably aren’t on the ai 
at all. 

Should you find yourself faced with a distress situation 
get on 2182 ke and say, “MAYDAY MAYDAY MAY- 
DAY This is WX4887 the yacht Richie” (repeated 3 
times). Upon hearing this, all stations on the frequency 
must immediately cease normal operation and let you have 
a clear channel. Wait a few seconds for the stations to leave 
the air and then give the entire MAYDAY call again (3 
times) followed by a complete description of your location, 
the type and extent of your trouble, and what assistance you 
require. An example would be, “We are 92 degrees true 3 
miles off Barnegat Inlet. Struck submerged object and tak- 
ing water slowly. Unable to proceed. Estimate cannot stay 
afloat more than two hours. Request immediate assistance 
in removing passengers from vessel.” If you must get an 
urgent message on the air—say, concerning the safety of 
your vessel or crew, the word PAN PAN PAN should 
be substituted for MAYDAY MAYDAY MAYDAY 
(which is only used in an actual distress situation). If you 
want to pass an important weather or navigational warning 
you can clear the channel by saying “SECURITY SECUR- 
ITY SECURITY” before giving your message. Be sure to 
always give the name and callsign of your vessel and your 
location 

If, for some remote reason, the Coast Guard or another 
vessel doesn't reply to your MAYDAY on 2182 ke, call any 
Marine Operator on the regular Marine Operator working 
channel. She will put you through to the Coast Guard with- 
out any toll charge.

aboard his vessel is not licensed under “Part 8” and is 
therefore to be considered completely separate and apart 
from any regular marine radio equipment he may have. CB 
stations are licensed under the F.C.C.’s “Part 15” (except 
for the small “CB” handi-talkies which are unlicensed and 
permitted operation under “Part 19”). 

In other words, a vessel which is equipped with both CB 
and marine radio cannot call a similarly equipped vessel on 
2182 ke for the purpose of establishing CB contact, nor can 
the ship stations contact on 2182 ke then switch to an inter- 
ship working channel to, in turn, go on CB. The above 
vessels need not maintain a listening watch on 2182 kc 
when only the CB equipment is in operation. 

Station log books are not required on CB, however all 
stations must keep a copy of “Part 15” at the transceiver. 
CB channels are not presently being monitored by the Coast 
Guard or any other national “emergency aid” groups (al- 
though individual Coast Guard Auxiliary and Power 
Squadron units sometimes monitor “unofficially”), and you 
should definitely not depend on CB alone as emergency 
radio equipment. On CB you cannot make ship-to-shore 
calls through a marine operator, only directly to other CB 
stations which may be located on land. You can make inter- 
ship calls only to other CB equipped vessels. 

In actual practice, Citizens Radio is finding new uses 
each day it serves the boatman. Many marine service-and- 
supply stations now keep a CB rig on the air as a service to 
their customers; this is to say nothing of yacht clubs who 
are making extensive use of the service. Also popping up 
here and there along our coastline are CB equipped boatels 
and sea-side restaurants. 


CB is becoming a favorite means of coordinating boating 


events such as races and club cruises. Race committees use 
it tO maintain contact with shore stations and to direct the 
operations of patrol craft. A recent innovation has been 
the use of CB in hydroplane races, which has been gaining 
popularity in the State of Washington. The driver can keep 
in contact with someone on shore to find out his position in 
the race, coaching instructions, and to learn who (or what) 
just went flying past. 

In inland areas, where the vessels are out of range of 
2-mc coastal stations, boatmen find it economical to use 
CB. Well installed units should give anywhere from 15 
to 20 miles coverage. 

CB stations are assigned totally different types of call- 
signs than maritime stations so if you have both a CB sta- 
tion and a marine station on your boat you'll have to use 
two different callsigns. The CB callsign may be used only 
on the CB channels, and the use of the vessel’s official 
marine radio service callsign is likewise forbidden on CB 
frequencies. Even though an operator’s license is not re- 
quired for CB operation, the licensee of the equipment is 
responsible at all times for the proper operation of his 
Station. 

Maritime CB’ers have voluntarily set aside Citizens Band 
channels 9 (27.065 mc) and 13 (27.115) for their use. There 
is nothing “official” about this, and seaborn CB’ers are free 
to use any of the other 21 chanesl as they see fit, just as 
landlubber CB’ers are permitted to operate on channels 9 
and 13. As in the regular marine service, no station has a 
priority hold on a channel, except in a distress situation. 

IN GENERAL 

Two-way radiotelephone on your vessel rapidly earns its 
way, if not as an added convenience, as a necessary piece of 
emergency gear, like a fire extinguisher or life jacket.

LD GEORGE MINNICH jabbed a gnarled finger toward the Louisiana coastal map. 
‘See why Jean Lafitte chose these Barataria bayou waters for his pirate lair?”, he said. “Hun- 
dreds of islands, scores of back-bay bayous, access to the sea, the Mississippi River and old New 
Orleans. Thousands of protected channels. Best small boat water in the South. Our new free bridge to the 
mainland has brought boat-trailer sailors from all over America down here.” 

We were standing on a bayou shore on Grand Isle, a lush subtropical little escapist island in the Gulf of 
Mexico about 110 miles southwest of New Orleans. At our feet lay the dark, mysterious waters of Bayou 
Rigaud and to the east was Jean Lafitte’s old buccaneer haunts on Grand Terre Island and Barataria Bay 

lo the west and north sprawled the expanse of Caminada Bay and the snaking, twisting black waters of 
Bayou LaFourche that runs through the rich sugar cane and shrimpboat country from Raceland to the Gulf 
along Louisiana State Highway | 

Far off to my left, | could see the shadowy span of the new concrete and steel bridge leading in from 
Highway | that gives free access to the mainland from this once isolated sportsman’s paradise. 

Out on the bayou a mullet leaped clear and shone like sequins in the warm sun. The sky was blue 

id, with white cloud puffs drifting lazily toward the sea. Along shore, the brown bayou marsh grass 
like ripe wheat. Tall, moss-hung oaks and sentinel-pine marched down to water’s edge. Outboard 
1otorboats cut white wakes on their way to Fifi Bayou 

Old George Minnich hefted the heavy-leaded cast net he was holding, then let it fall back to the ground 

ith a soft thud. “There’s treasure in these island sands, son,” he said, indicating toward a land-point

lver bars buried in that quick sand, for instance. Old man Rigaud told me so. I remember, as a boy, 
more than 75 years ago, when my nets used to catch on the pilings of Jean Lafitte’s old pirate village on 
Grande Terre at low tide 

| had heard wondrous tales about the magnificent boating and fishing to be found in these waters around 
Grand Isle—good enough to be rated among the nation’s ten best fishing areas. 

I knew that this relatively undiscovered, unspoiled boating paradise—and its neighboring island, Grand 

lerre—had once been the home of pirate Jean Lafitte and his men. Many of Grand Isle’s population of 
2,000 have the rich, adventurous blood of Jean Lafitte’s men coursing through their veins, because this 
is where Lafitte’s crew settled after they were granted clemency following the heroic Battle of New 
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of Lafitte 


Orleans. So, while there was still time to see one of Amer- 
ica’s fast dwindling frontiers, I decided to follow in the 
footsteps and boat-wakes of Lafitte. 

Grand Isle sits in the sea like a huge, jade jewel, seven 
miles long, fringed with wide, golden-sand beaches. The 
island streets are narrow lanes, flanked and arched over by 
live oak, pines and palms. Oleander blooms in the thicket, 
Spanish moss drips from the trees. Gnarled, stunted oaks 

he sea coast and bend with the trade winds like tired 
old men. The poor live in little, weather-beaten shacks that 
hug the stuggish back bayous along Barataria Bay and 
Caminada Bay; the rich live in big, white-painted houses 
built high on stilted legs to protect them against the sea 
when the big wind blows and the sea is in an ugly mood 

Halfway up the sand-strip’s length, past the buckshot of 
seashore cottages, motels, gas stations and bars, is the busi- 
ness district: two hotels, a movie theatre, supermarket, 
restaurants, trailer parks, snack bars and souvenir shops. 

In Grand Isle everybody is fishing, getting ready to go 
fishing or just returning from fishing. A boat—some kind of 
boat—is more important here than anything else. Wherever 
you look, you see water. As one island resident said recent- 
ly, after he’d gone up in a plane and viewed the Grand Isle 
area from the air for the first time: 

“I didn’t know there was so much water—and so little 
land. I was almost scared.” 

Island babies learn to hold a line and bring in a fish be- 
fore they learn to walk. Before they go to kindergarten,

“What?”, I cried, pointing out to sea, “are those?” 

The surf fisherman grinned. 

“Oil rigs,” he said. “Offshore oil exploration and subsea 
pipelines are big business now. Range from three miles off 
to as far as 50 miles. You've heard about the sensational 
red snapper, Spanish mackerel, bonita and sea trout fishing 
to be found around those rigs? Algae around the pilings 
and insects attracted by night lights bring small fish which, 
in turn, bring larger fish. Get yourself a boat and you can 
have a ball.” 

Minutes later I stood on Grand Isle’s famous Fisher- 
man’s Wharf, a huge U-shaped dock on the island’s easterly 
tip close to where Barataria Bay empties into the Gulf

Down the dock, a tall, middle-aged man was cleaning fish. 
With a few deft strokes of a big knife, he carved the fish 
into long, gleaming white strips. Without a sidelong glance 
he tossed bits of fish—heads, tails and entrails—into the 
air and the magnificent white seagulls came screaming out 
of the sky to gulp their dinners in mid-flight. 

Through the backdrop of boats, spars and masts on 
Fisherman’s Wharf I could see the blue waters of Barataria 
Bay. That’s where I wanted to go exploring by boat—to 
follow in the wake of Jean Lafitte and his rollicking crews 
—to get lost in the mysterious maze of twisting bayous— 
to investigate historic old Fort Livingston on Grand Terre 
Island. Richard deMonye’s boat was waiting at his launch- 
ing hoist and skiff rental dock ($2.50 a day). 

We swung out into Bayou Rigaud under a warm sun 
There was a light chop on the dark waters; here and there 
pleasure craft were moving: sleek cruisers with outriggers, 
and sunbathing vacationers down from New Orleans in 
yachts. Outboarders from C. Boudreaux’ small boat ramp 
and dock were planing out toward Barataria Pass. Canepole 
fishermen lounged along the bayou bank. 

Out where the bayou widened and met Barataria Bay, 
we saw our first islands—some of them emerald jungles, 
others nothing but a few trees and grass, struggling above 
water. Off to starboard, a glistening gray shape rolled out 
of the water, disappeared, rolled up again and again. 

“Porpoise,” said Richard deMonye, “Sea clowns.” 

Our boat cruised over a shallow oyster bar and knifed 
between two islands. We spun to port and skidded into the 
mouth of a dark bayou channel, where the great rivers of

grass closed in on us. The sun cast golden shadows on calm 
water.

Richard remarked. “Lafitte’s old home. He burned his 
pirate village rather than fire on the American flag. Stashed 
his treasure someplace. Fort Livingston here, goes back to

sapphire waters of the Gulf of Mexico. Today the waters 
were calm. Cabbage palms swayed gently along the shore 
fringe. A flock of birds winged in from the south. Grand 
Isle is world famous as a place where migratory birds rest 
enroute north and south. 

Some of North America’s best deep sea trolling for 
tarpon, king mackerel, bonita, barracuda and dolphin out 
here,” remarked Richard. “Good skindiving near the oil 
rigs. Barracuda schools have moved in recently. There’s an 
old offshore shipwreck that produces, too.” 

Suddenly, Richard hit the throttle. The boat leaped for- 
ward.

“Changing the crews,” said Richard. “Workmen live on 
Grand Isle. Shifts come in and out on whirlybirds.” 

Our boat circled the rig once more and headed back 
through Barataria Pass into the calm bay waters. Two 
shrimpboats passed off our starboard bow under a white 
mantilla of seagulls. Seamen were hosing down the decks. 

“Best places to fish inside?”, answered Richard to my 
question. “Most outboard fishermen prefer Barataria Bay 
and Fifi Bayou oyster beds—for redfish, sea trout, croaker, 
white perch, everything. Catch ‘em by the tubs-full. Any- 
where on Caminada Bay or Barataria Bay is good. Some- 
times the bayous are best.” 

Back at Richard deMonye’s boat dock I met Mr. and 
Mrs. C. H. Van Hees, of Norco, Louisiana. They were 
breaking a bottle of champagne over the new outboard 
cruiser Mr. Van Hees had built during his spare time.

Isle and southwest Louisiana waters he had purchased at 
the Coast Guard Office, Customs Building, New Orleans, 
Louisiana. 

During the next few days I roamed around the island, 
exploring by boat mysterious little pirate coves and inlets, 
chatting with the friendly people, loafing in the sun and 
strolling down the quaint, shady lanes with oyster-shell 
roadbeds chuckling under foot. 

I visited the old pirate house of Louis Chighazola, once 
a lieutenant in command of one of Lafitte’s ships. I gazed 
at the pirate message-tree, inspected the old French ceme- 
tery that dates back several centuries, and I built a blazing 
beach fire and enjoyed a ‘crab-boil’ on the broad sands. I 
boarded a shrimp boat, chatted with a leather-skinned 
skipper who spoke of strange ports and weird creatures 
taken from the bottom of the sea in his nets. I went down 
to Fisherman’s Wharf and watched the deep sea charter 
boats come in with monstrous tarpon and barracuda and I 
met nattily attired yachtsmen just down from New Orleans 
with their boats all spit and polish. 

I swam in the sea, got a sun tan, and talked with a great, 
great grandson of a pirate who sailed with Jean Lafitte. He 
told me exciting tales of the Spanish Main. 

I drank quarts of rich black French coffee (blended with 
chicory), ate my weight in Creole gumbos, shrimp jam- 
balaya, crawfish bisque. I stuffed myself with huge jumbo- 
size Poor-Boy sandwiches made with vast slabs of French 
bread. I ate oysters until my belt wouldn’t fit. 

I discovered that Grand Isle is a ‘come as you are’ place 
to rest and relax in old flannels and slacks after a round of 
sophisticated pleasures in the bistros and posh restaurants 
and hotels of old New Orleans. I found all sorts of accom- 
modations, ranging from $1 a day trailer parks to modern 
$8-per-day-double motels (Grand Isle Cottages) and $4 a 
day hotels (Gulf View). There are $60 per month house- 
keeping cottages and cozy little atmospheric ocean front 
bars. 

The drive down from New Orleans ts only a few hours, 
and the trip through Raceland, the sugar cane country, the 
shrimpboat bayous and Golden Meadows along what is 
called “The Longest Main Street in America” is worth the 
mileage of itself. 

When you visit New Orleans—whether it’s during Mardi 
Gras or any other time—whether you come via motor car, 
packing your boat-trailer, or whether you cruise down the 
Mississippi on your sixty-footer from Chicago or Cincinnati, 
or sail in via the Intercoastal Waterway from Texas or 
Florida—don’t miss this offbeat little journey into another 


world.—

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AT (HINMAN) DUANE, already rated one of 
America’s top female sailors, still has many goals to 
satisfy before she'll feel she’s the best in the business. 

Mrs. Duane, a 30-year-old Delray Beach, Fla., housewife 
ind mother of two children, reached sailing’s pinnacle in 
1960 when she snared the Adams Cup, symbolic of domi- 
nance over some 20 female rivals in the Flying Dutchman 
class 

“During the next four years, there are three things I 
would like to accomplish above all else,” she noted. “First, 
I'd like to win the North American race this summer in 
New Jersey. Secondly, I’m already looking forward to 
participation in the World Flying Dutchman Championship 
at St. Petersburg next year, and finally, after that, to an- 
other try at making the United States Olympic team in 
1944 

Soft-spoken Mrs. Duane has only one doubt along the 
four-year outlook trail. That’s whether Japanese officials 
will have facilities available for sailing when the Olympics 
are conducted there 

Pat underwent an unfortunate experience last May in 
he Olympic trials at Clearwater, Fla. Harry Sindle of 
Trenton, N. J., one of her fiercest rivals in the specialized 
Flying Dutchman category, needed to finish sixth or lower 
in the field of 22 boats and Mrs. Duane had to win the 
seventh—and final—heat to earn a ticket to Rome. 

Instead, Pat plummeted to eighth while Sindle took third 
ind the overall triumph by a 7,807 to 7,205 point count. 

“IT had been beating Harry right along in various races 
leading up to the trials,” Pat explained, “but he was very 
determined and ran into a hot streak besides. That was the 
difference.” 

Leaping into the sailing limelight was not an overnight 
process for Mrs. Duane, whose husband, Jack, often 
crews’ for her during the tedious races. 

‘lve been a sailing enthusiast for almost 20 years,” Pat 
reminisced recently. “In the summer of 1940, I took a 
rowboat out on Manhasset Bay, Long Island, and tried to 
make a sail out of a bed sheet. Needless to say, it was an 
utter failure, but I got the “bug” that day and I haven't 
lost it since.” 

The following year, Mrs. Duane began entering junior 
races at the Manhasset Bay Yacht Club, near her home 

By the time she was 21, Pat had stirred conversation 
imong veteran sailors after her victory in the 1951 Western

Long Island Sound Championshin, held off Larchmont, N.Y. 

Mrs. Duane has been sailing the Flying Dutchman since 
May, 1958. It was the sixth in a line of previous craft that 
included Comets, Meteors, Moths, Atlantics and 110s. The 
Atlantic proved to be the most popular over a four-year 
span until 1956, although Pat since has surpassed all 
winning totals in any craft with her firsts in the Flying 
Dutchman. 

Uniquely named “Hang Over” (that can be taken several 
ways, Mrs. Duane grinned), the locally based champion 
does better than 20 knots—a fair speed considering its 
length is only 19 feet and its width just under six feet. 

Husband Jack offers a unique statement on viewing the 
“FD” class in action. “If you don’t understand them 
racing, it’s like watching grass grow,” says the 33-year-old 
real estate dealer. 

Mrs. Duane rates Jane Pegel of Chicago, Frank Levin- 
son, the reigning North American champion, and Sindle as 
her toughest competition among Flying Dutchman sailors 
who number 200 nationally—only 20 of them women 

Although Mrs. Duane annually enters some 50 to 75 
races, she feels only 25 fall in the “really big” classification 
On the list are the Sunburn Regatta at Miami in April, the 
Region 3 Flying Dutchman title chase at Ft. Myers in May, 
the Adams Cup and the North American. 

Pat gained her biggest thrill in racing from capturing the 
Adams Cup in 1960—mainly “because it’s a very tough 
event with a rugged competitive series of eliminations.” 
Second-ranked was taking first-to-finish laurels in the 1959 
North American showdown at Nantucket, Mass. 

Mrs. Duane attended Mt. Holyoke College in South 
Hadley, Mass., until 1952, majoring in the unlikely subject 
of zoology (Why? Because she preferred it over anything 
else) and concluding her studies after her marriage that 
year when she and Jack were in Hawaii. The couple moved 
to nearby Ft. Lauderdale in 1953 and came to Delray 
Beach a year later. 

Daughter Jean, 7, and son Marshall, 5, haven't been 
encouraged too much to favor racing over other sports, 
but the yen seems to be toward the water for the youngsters 

“We don’t push sailing with the children,” Pat noted, 
“but soon they'll be big enough to get prams and then 
they ll probably enjoy sailing as much as | did.” 

And possibly they'll be champions, too, without learning 
via a bed sheet and rowboat! Lb

Because of the 
autumn chill, however, we wore blue jeans and jackets ove!

We sailed eastward out of Kemah about 9:30 a.m. The 
wind was steady out of the south blowing across our beam 
Soon we passed the southern tip of Red Fish Island and 
watchfully crossed the ship channel. We never tried to 
assert our sailboat right-of-way when crossing the channel 
Uneventfully, except for our amazing speed, we sailed 
across Trinity Bay 

When we arrived at Smith Point we asked the time. A 
fisherman told us it was 11:30. We could hardly believe we 
made the twelve mile crossing in two hours 

Beaching Lil’ Pal we explored Smith Point. With the 
exception of a fishing camp on the point, there was little 
to remind us of civilization. Many years ago there had been 
a tribe of Indians living on the point. Looking briefly, we 
hoped to find some Inidan relic, a piece of pottery or an 
irrowhead, perhaps. Having no luck, we hiked about two 
miles inland to a small settlement where we had lunch. The 
sun was warm, hot even, and dried out our clothing. We 
went back to the boat and decided to sail up the coast line 
to Vingtune Island, the Audubon Society’s bird sanctuary, 
locally called “Bird Island.” 

We sailed before the wind, making good time, and arrived 
it the Island. There were signs prohibiting boats from land 
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ing, so we sailed around it. We could get quite close to the 
birds and observe them without disturbing them, because of 
the quietness of the sailboat. We watched the blue herons, 
egrets, skimmers, gulls, and terns all living together peace- 
ably, each searching for their marine food in their own 
particular way. There were no roseate spoonbills because 
the flock had returned to their winter resort off the coast 
of Mexico. I became aware of the complete peace and quiet 
beauty of this section of the bay. There were no civilization 
sounds, only shoaling water and the laugh of seagulls. The 
species in Galveston Bay are called “laughing gulls” because 
f their peculiar cry. 

Leaving Bird Island we sailed a zigzag course through 
the shoals and spoil banks until we entered the deeper water 
of Trinity Bay. We noticed the wind had freshened and 
whitecaps were building up on the water. The wind shifted 
slightly and was coming from the southwest. This was a

little unusual, as it generally blew from south southeast. 

I was at the helm trying to make a course as close to the 
wind as possible. The wind continued to freshen and we 
were side slipping further off course. | noticed a thin blue 
line on the northern horizon and called Bill's attention to it. 
We agreed it must be a “norther” coming. However, we had 
checked the weather report that morning, and we did not 
know of a norther being forecast. 

Still the sun was bright and warm, and we were reason- 
ably dry from the waist up. When Red Fish Island lay an 
indefinable mass on our port beam, I came about on a star- 
board tack. The wind was steady and Lil’ Pal sailed her 
best. | made a long tack until Red Fish Island appeared on 
the starboard quarter. | came about again, and proceeded 
close-hauled toward Red Fish 

It was about two in the afternoon, and definite changes 
vere taking place in the sky. The thin blue line was a well- 
developed cloud back to the north. On the south a gray 
squall cloud was advancing on us. Bill lowered the sail and 
paddled toward the island. We beached the boat, explored 
the beach in the rain, laughing and joking about being 
stranded on a tropical island 

The sun followed on the heels of the rain squall, full and 
warm. All looked well except for the advancing cloud bank, 
now appearing menacing and blue-black in the direction of 
Kemah, our destination. 
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“We had better stay on the island until the storm is over,” 
Bill suggested. 

“Stay!” I said. “If this is a norther it might last several 
days.” I thought of being wet, cold, hungry, and stranded 
on that uninhabited island. 

“But those clouds .” Bill tried to warn me. 

“We'd better get started now,” I insisted. 

Without further protest Bill took the helm, and we left 
the meager protection of Red Fish Island. This proved to 
be an almost fatal mistake of judgment. Bill was quiet, but 
I thought outrunning a storm was exciting. 

The wind was a little gusty, but we made excellent head- 
way toward Kemah. We passed within a few hundred feet 
of an off-shore oil drilling rig and waved at the crew in 
passing. We did not know they would be saving our lives 
before the afternoon was over. 

I had been in squalls on Galveston Bay previously. The 
usual pattern was the wind would die off. In the calm | 
would pull the sail down, lie on the deck during the rain 
and ride it out. When it passed I hoisted sail, proceeded 
slowly, spilling part of the wind until the sail dried. 

The oncoming storm followed the pattern all right, but 
I misread the signs and miscalculated the violence of its 
onslaught 

Suddenly, the sail luffed. The wind hauled abruptly and 
came straight into the bow. Bill let the bow fall off and 
took the wind across the starboard beam. We headed south 
toward Eagle Point plainly seen before us. 

The sun was high in the west over Kemah. I looked up 
just in time to see the giant cloud fingers obliterate the sun. 
The thought crossed my mind, not really a thought but 
more of a feeling, that there was some special significance 
to the passing of the light and warmth of the sun. | won- 
dered if I would ever see the sun again, and if I did, | knew 
I would be happy to see it. Full realization of our danger 
still had not found lodging in my conscious mind. 

I was brought out of my inner thoughts by the expression 
on Bill’s face, not fear, but horror, as he comprehended the 
inevitable diaster coming upon us. Darkness settled quickly 
with the passing of the sun. In almost a cry he said, “We're 
going to be lost out here!”

With the storm still raging, the tug took us to the drilling 
rig, Where we tied up. The tug crew supplied us with hot 
coffee and dry clothing. About 10:30 p.m. a rescue boat 
picked us up and took us in to Kemah. There we were 
marked off the “missing” list. I thought no one knew I was 
out, but some friends had seen my boat trailer by Clear 
Creek launching ramp, and had reported me “out.” 

The next day my rigging was brought in to Kemah; it 
was found about six miles from where we freed it. 

Our friends asked if we would ever sail again. The an- 
swer, yes, of course we would sail again. After minor re- 
pairs to Lil’ Pal we enjoyed many days of fine sailing. 

Through this experience I glimpsed something of the 
terror and helplessness of man against the sea.

QUALL KING'S “DUKE?” is a ruggedly-constructed 
16-footer of special interest to fishermen, skin divers, 
water skiers, or anyone else that needs a roomy, stable 

cockpit. Overall length of this fiberglass utility is 16’2”; ex- 
treme beam is 6'4”; amidships depth is 38”, and freeboard 
it the stern is 28”, The only seat fitted is a cushioned dry 
well at the helm position, about midway aft on the star- 
board side of the cockpit. Duke is priced, as pictured, at 
$1145 less motor and controls, but including steering. 

[he Duke is one of sevén fiberglass runabout and cruiser 
models made by Squall King Manufacturing Corp. of North 
Miami, Fla. Our test was conducted at the Mercury Cor- 
poration proving grounds, Lake X, in central Florida. The 
boat was powered with a Merc 500 rated for 50 hp at 
5800 rpm. This model motor has a 14:23 reduction gear 
ind during my test of the Squall King it was fitted with a 
12” pitch two-blade propelle: 

For a Safety rating | scored the Squall King above-aver- 
age. The boat has an honesty of design that provides 
exceptional roominess in its layout. The Duke’s high free- 





board and exceptional stability. covered in greater detail in 
our discussion of performance, naturally was considered 
as a major factor to this rating. 

One feature that reduced the Squall King’s rating is a 
finish detail that could easily be remedied at the factory. 
Incidentally, this is something buyers of fiberglass boats 


should check for and remedy themselves if necessary. You 
will note that the Duke has a sheer capping overhang into 


the cockpit. The under edge of this sheer-capping or cock- 
pit coaming has not been rounded off or finished with any 
trim. Since this coaming presents a natural handhold, any 
passenger reaching for a grip might sustain possible injury. 

Also, metal trim extrusions applied to the hatch of the 
forepeak storage compartment had sharp edges. Both of 
these features should have been taken care of before the 
Duke left the factory. 

Our test model was also fitted with an extraneous pen- 
nant mast jutting upward like a saber from the combination 
bow light. This is a gingerbread fixture that, under certain

The short foredeck and the half deck forward of the 
helm position both incorporated a non-skid pattern in thei! 
layup. The cockpit flooring was treated so that it wasn’t 
slippery under foot, and was free from any toe-catching 
protrusions. A pair of rubber sheer-capping step pads 
offered secure footing when boarding. 

Comfort of the Duke is quite surprising. She has a shal- 
low forefoot and in viewing her you would expect that she 
would pound excessively in a chop. To the contrary, she 
offered a surprisingly soft ride. I operated the boat unde! 
somewhat trying conditions with gusty winds ranging as 
high as 35 mph. Without foredeck or windshield she could 
be driven upwind, downwind or crosswind with no spray 
entering the boat. This utility is the dryest conventional 
outboard hull of her size that I have ever operated 

The somewhat unique steeritfg location offers the opera- 
tor a comfortable wheel position.

We felt that the Duke’s Adaptability also rated an excel- 
lent. Here is a boat that an owner can customize and convert 
into an over-nighter with a few simple modifications. 

From the forward edge of the self-draining motor well 
to the trailing edge of the combination forepeak, locker and 
seat she offers 120” of flush cockpit floor area. There is 
ample room for two air mattresses side by side. With the

addition of snaps on the outer edge of the sheer rail, a cus- 
tom fitted boat cover with bows would convert her into a 
fairly roomy floating tent. 

Her builder has fitted her with a pair of fish rod holders 
along the side under the sheer capping, and molded-in, 
neoprene-lined fishing rod sockets are an integral part of 
the forward outer edge of the motor well. 

The helmsman’s seat consists of a cushion-topped, built- 
in dry-well measuring 2'1” wide and 1'512” in a fore and 
aft direction. The well is fitted with a drain plug. The 
forepeak locker has a hinged hatch, measuring 24” x 36”, 
that gives access to a dry storage compartment roughly 
triangularly shaped, 51” wide and extending forward for 
60”. This, too, is fitted with a drain plug. The boat offers a 
nearly perfect skin diving or scuba platform, is one of the 
best utilities I have seen for fishing, and has sufficient plan- 
ing surface to serve admirably as a ski-tow boat. 

Top speed recorded with the 50 hp Merc with two 
aboard was 31.5 mph, more than ample for water skiing. 

In the Durability category we gave the Squall King an 
above-average. Her dry weight without motor at 630 Ibs. 
indicates that fiberglass material hasn’t been spared in her 
construction, for she weighs more than many of her 
counterparts which include full foredecks and full or walk- 
through mid-decks. 

The fiberglass layup of the Duke consists of a gel or color 
coat, a layer of six-ounce glass cloth, a layer of mat, plus 
i layer of 24-ounce woven roving on the sides. This same 
layup plus an additional 24-ounce roving and mat layer 
are applied to the bottom. The floor of the boat, which 
gives a flush deck and creates air flotation, is plywood built 
on fiberglass stringers with one layer of glass cloth fiber- 
glassed to the exposed surface of the wood. 

After two days of operating on water rough enough to 
call for small craft warnings, she developed no structural 
breaks despite every effort to pound her apart. I noted in 
particular that she was also exceptionally quiet despite 
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being pushed at high speed over a considerable chop. She 
had no drumming sound; floors and sheer capping showed 
no tendency to work, and her transom is ruggedly built and 
sturdily locked into position. 

I checked her deck and securing hardware with a magnet 
and could detect no ferrous materials that would rust. I 
also tested her deck hardware by hitting the fittings with a

lead mallet, using sufficient force to break cheap castings 
had they been used. Her hardware will take a real beating. 

The only flaw concerning hardware was the means used 
for securing it. Cleats and lights were riveted to the sheer 
capping and foredeck rather than being bolted through 
wood pads. The rivets, not the glass or hardware itself, 
stretched after being struck during the test for breakage. 
Ultimately this will allow hardware to become loosened 
and possibly tear free. 

We rated the Duke’s Styling as above-average. The high 
freeboard that adds to her comfort gives her a somewhat 
stubby but honest appearance. The molded finish through- 
out, was particularly good and I could find no evidence 
anywhere of gel coat crazing. 

Two design features should be corrected. One of these 
is the transom height which is only 19”, an inch too shallow 
for any conventional long shaft outboard engine. Though 
there was no difficulty in blocking the transom of the Squall 
King, this called for the addition of a 134” shim. To get 
reasonable performance from a long shaft motor, the 
transom would have to be shimmed at least a half an inch 
and since any excessive shimming reduces clamping area 
and unnecessarily strains clamp brackets, I felt that this 
was a design feature that should be corrected. 

The transom angle was not sufficient, since it was too 
nearly perpendicular to the bottom. In order to prevent 
porpoising, the Merc 500 had to be run at the innermost 
pinhole and with any weight aft it was on the borderline 
of porpoising. A 12-degree transom angle allows a Merc 
500 to be run in the second pinhole. The overly straight 
transom arrangement meant in essence that the boat had to 
be given additional weight forward for proper trim. This

might not always be convenient. I would suggest an in- 
crease of approximately four degrees to the existing angle. 

I felt that one other feature could add to the boat's use- 
fulness. If the helmsman’s seat dry-well, which is fiber- 
glassed inside, were fitted with an overboard drain, it could 
be used as either an icebox, bait well or fish well. Naturally 
with a transom drain plug (the Squall King has an excep- 
tionally well placed plug) in a small trap so that all cock- 
pit water can be thoroughly drained, unclean water would 
not of necessity have to be run over the cockpit flooring. 

he flush floor also incorporates air flotation and a drain 
is provided for the complete bilge in that air-entrapped 
flotation area. 

The only other styling weakness concerned the rubrail, 
which is made up of a metal extrusion with a synthetic 
rubber insert fitted in a track. Abrasion exerted hori- 
zontally does not affect the rubber insert. However, when 
vertical abrasion is placed on the rail, the rubber insert pulls 
free of the extrusion track. Rubrails, incidentally, on most 
boats present a problem. Metal ones nick, scar, and can 
develop jagged edges. Synthetic rubber ones as usually 
installed, tear free and get chewed up. The only wholly 
satisfactory rubrail I have seen on any outboard or modest- 
sized inboard is the thermo-plastic rail applied to the 
Triumph line of inboard boats. (It’s the same material 
used for handrails on escalators.) 1 think boat builders 
could carefully examine this installation and render their 
buyers a service by copying it. 

During Performance runs | operated the Squall King for 
one day on choppy water with 35 mph gusts. On the sec- 
ond day | had an opportunity to run it on waters with waves 
two feet high. I feel that it will be a rarity when the owner 
of a Duke operates under any more rugged conditions ex- 
cept in an emergency. I was able to test the Duke's cor- 
nering characteristics under the conditions already outlined 
as well as in flat water in a protected cove. The boat could 
be turned sharply at full throttle in a chop or on smooth 
water with no tendency to trip and very little tendency to 
slide 

As previously reported, the boat was exceptionally dry,

and this coupled with her other handling characteristics led 
us to give her an enthusiastic excellent rating for her per- 
formance. 

Here are the test figures: Aqua Meter readings indicated 
that the boat came onto full plane at 17 mph, with the 
tachometer clocking 3500 rpm.

for the six miles at 29.38 mph. From a dead standstill with 
passenger in the front, the boat was able to accelerate [rom 
Q to 31 mph in 16.5 seconds. 

At full speed with two persons aboard fuel consumption 
was 6.4 gallons per hour; at 21 mph fuel consumption was 
reduced to 3.4 gallons per hour. 

During our tests I also took a decibel meter reading 
which showed a sound level of 106 db at full throttle, 91 
db at 1200 rpm, both well below discomfort level 

In summary, the Duke is an honest boat devoid of any 
unnecessary embellishments and incorporating an ex- 
tremely successful design that offers great utility and 
adaptability, 

It is a boat that should particularly catch the attention 
of fishermen, for whom it is primarily intended.

INE-YEAR-OLD BOBBY GIBSON, like a lot of 

American youngsters today, won't be left out 

His modern mind brims with rocket engines,

Bobby’s parents, Jan and Walt Gibson of Princeton, 
N. J., weren't always so certain how their young son would 
take to the sea. When they bought their new 19-foot Flying 
Scot they could only hope that somehow this freckle-faced 
inquisitive redhead would learn to have as much fun on- 
board as they had themselves. 

Right from the start Bobby was included in the family 
enterprise, and right from the start one rule prevailed:

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WHAT MAKES A GOOD 


By Ev 


O GET THE MOST possible pleasure and relaxation 

out of boating is the goal of all of us who seek our 

fun on the water. Boating is simply a hobby to most 
of us, but unlike many other hobbies it need not be pursued 
alone. It is an experience that can—and should be—shared 
for maximum enjoyment. Belonging to a good boat club is 
one of the best ways to make certain that one’s zest for 
boating never dies 

A few years ago in the section of Ohio where I lived 
the state built a large artificial lake. The first summer it 
was opened to the public there was a mad scramble to get 
on the water. Everyone bought a boat—except a friend of 
mine, an old fishing companion, who I knew had long 
wanted one 

Ed,” I said. “Why don’t you get a boat now that they 
have opened up Acton Lake?” 

He looked at me as though I wasn’t quite bright 

Wait until next spring,” he said. “The market is going 
to be flooded with used boats after the first enthusiasm is 
wer.

he outboarders sat on their thumbs and never did 
Each on his own, simply putt-putted around and 
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around the lake. No wonder some of them got bored. 

Let’s face it. Boating, in some respects, is like driving a 
car. At the first, while one is still learning the fundamentals, 
the novelty keeps us interested. But it is not long before our 
boat, like our car, becomes little more than something to 
get us some place. And unless we have somewhere to go, 
some new bit of seamanship to learn, perhaps a new piece 
of equipment to master, or some new experience to share 
with others, we too may become bored. 

The best answer, as I have already stated, is belonging 
to a boat club. Even a weak boat club is better than none 
at all. And a good one may well insure you the kind of 
lasting satisfaction that will keep you eager to shove off, 
eager to learn, and—yes—eager to teach as long as you 
are able to climb aboard. 

What, then, are the earmarks of a good boat club? I have 
observed quite a few, both good and indifferent. A Florida 
resident now, I am literally surrounded by them. Two of 
the best happen to be near my home—the Boynton Beach 
Boat Club and the Delray Beach Boat Club. Both were 
organized shortly after the war, both own and maintain 
substantial clubhouses which they have financed and oper- 
ated successfully, both are thriving and highly active. Both 
clubs have also made mistakes. But both are in agreement 
on a few basic principles that seem to me to be the ear- 
marks of most successful boat clubs 

Briefly, these principles are: 

Sound financing and promotion. 
Family membership and participation 
Community service. 
Club education. 
An active program. 
Perhaps more clubs fail on principle number one—sound 
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financing—than on any other. Dues alone will not support 
the average club, so that additional promotion is almost 
always necessary 

The Boynton club, for example, charges $19.50 for a 
family membership and has about 60 memberships; yet 
their annual budget is around $2,000. The deficit is made 
up in a number of ways—through dances, rummage sales, 
rental of the clubhouse to local organizations at $25 a night. 
One of the best money raisers, which almost any boat club 
could copy, is an annual fish fry. The members donate fish 
which they have caught, and the dollar admission fee which 
is charged thus goes almost entirely into the club kitty. 
These suppers are open to the public and are also a good 
means of recruiting new blood. A nautical auction is an- 
other feature which many clubs use to raise money. Here 
again the entire public is asked to participate. The seller 
sets a minimum price on the gear or boat he has for sale, 
and the club collects whatever the article auctions for over 
that minimum. 

The constant promotion of new memberships is most 
important to any successful club. Some members move 
away, so that the club must always be on the alert to wel- 
come the newcomer or the new boat owner. Exclusiveness 
is not one of the characteristics of the successful outboard 
or small-boat club. Most of the good ones that I know of 
make it a standard policy to invite outsiders to join them on 
their club cruises so as to give them a taste of the fun they 
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are missing. Some go even farther than that. Last spring the 
Delray club invited all registered outboard owners in their 
area to a free Sunday afternoon fish fry at their clubhouse. 
There were door prizes, a casting contest for both old and 
young, and free airboat rides for the kiddies. About three 
hundred people attended, and membership zoomed. 

These promotion schemes become more important as the 
club grows and acquires its own clubhouse. The Boynton 
club leased a piece of land from the city a few years ago 
and built a clubhouse complete with stainless steel kitchen 
for about $7,000. Each member bought two $25 bonds to 
help pay for the materials, and all donated their labor. 
The clubhouse is easily worth $15,000 now, three years 
later. Admittedly, providing labor for such a project on a 
voluntary basis leads to some discontent and sour grapes, 
but the saving in total cost—about half—is probably worth 
it. The point is, however, that there will be no clubhouse or 
any other improvement for any club unless there is a real 
attempt at promotion of both membership and finances. 

Principle number two, the decision to make all member- 
ships family rather than stag affairs, is one that most boat- 
ing clubs I know of are coming to. From its inception, the 
Boynton club has held to this policy; and the Delray club 
this year is changing from a male to a family membership 
system. 

There are a number of reasons why the family member- 
ship is the more successful system. The most obvious one is 
that boating is a recreation that all the family can enjoy, so 
that there is no good reason to exclude anyone. A man feels 
justified in spending not only more time but also more 
money on his hobby when his family reaps the benefits as 
well. And his wife is more ready to agree with these expen- 
ditures when she has a part in club activities and a vote in

club affairs. Moreover—and this is not the least of the 
advantages to letting the “weaker” sex in—there’s an awful 
lot of work to be done in the clubhouse kitchen during the 
year, and most males seem somewhat allergic to galley duty. 

Principle number three—community service—is perhaps 
a characteristic that one would not deem particularly im- 
portant to a boat club, yet it is. Taking the Boynton club as 
an example again, last winter they sponsored the appear- 
ance of a nationally known circus in their home town. One 
third of the proceeds went to the junior high school, to 
help with a project where money was badly needed. Each 
summer the club sponsors a Little League baseball team. 
The clubhouse is always open for the use of the service 
clubs, and Civitan and the Junior Chamber of Commerce 
use it regularly. 

On the more practical side, the club also is alert to come 
to the aid of the boatman whenever possible. Seeing the 
need for a good launching ramp in the area, the club raised 
$1,500 and built one on the Intracoastal Waterway right 
next to the clubhouse. Then they turned it over to the city. 
There is no charge to anyone for the use of the ramp, or 
for parking one’s car and trailer in the club’s front yard. 

The result of all these good works is that the Boynton 
Beach Boat Club is looked upon locally not as a bunch of 
self-centered playboys out for a good time, but rather as 
a group of solid citizens helping their community. Mem- 
bership in the club is a kind of badge of respect. “They do 
a lot of good,” is the comment frequently heard. That kind 
of reputation, obviously, is a huge asset to any organization 

Principle number four—club education—is vitally im- 
portant, particularly if the club is to have any stability and 
is to hold on to its old members. All successful clubs must 
encourage their members to grow in boating, to learn more 
about seamanship, weather, navigation, radio, and so on. 
The alternative, almost certainly, is stagnation—the same 
old meetings discussing the same old things—and then 
eventually, boredom. 

Undoubtedly, the best way to learn boating is through 
the courses offered by the United States Coast Guard 
Auxiliary or the United States Power Squadrons. Both 
organizations offer free courses on basic piloting and sea- 
manship, the only cost to the pupil being that for materials. 
The meetings are almost always held one night a week, and 
last for eight weeks or longer. The Power Squadrons par- 
ticularly present the amateur boatman with an almost limit- 
less challenge to increase his knowledge, offering advanced 
courses in piloting, meteorology, navigation, and other 
subjects. Where these courses are available, boat clubs have 
found it more feasible to cooperate with them and to en- 
courage their members to get their instruction there rather 
than to try to establish their own instructional system. To 
find out whether one of these organizations is established 
near your Club, write to Chief Director of Auxiliary, Coast 
Guard Headquarters, Washington 25, D. C. or to the 
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United States Power Squadrons, Box 510, Englewood, New 
Jersey. 

If none of these courses is available nearby. instruction 
on a somewhat more limited level can be given at the club. 
Sometimes a more advanced member, or perhaps a local 
marine dealer or professional skipper, may be qualified to 
give short talks on choosing the right equipment, mainte- 
nance, proper launching, docking, and mooring, or the 
Rules of the Road. A local high school or college teacher 
often can present a few lectures on weather and simple 
meteorology. And the local fire department will be more 
than willing to send someone over to give lessons on basic 
first aid and gasoline fire prevention and control. Also, 
there are a number of instructional films available free from 
the various boat and motor manufacturers. Club secretaries 
can write to POPULAR BOATING for a complete list of boat- 
ing film sources. (See “Aids for Better Boating,” page 150.) 

Che last principle—an active program—may be the most 
important of all. Both of these clubs I have been mention- 
ing have two meetings a months, always in the evening and 
always on the same days of the week. The Boynton club 
makes one of these meetings a covered dish supper, to which 
the whole family is invited. Besides this, they have a regu- 
lar Sunday five o’clock evening coffee hour at the club- 
house, which is strictly an informal social affair. Members 
come as they are, usually in shorts and almost always fresh 
off the water. 

A few other events throughout the year are purely social. 
There is an annual Commodore’s Ball in the spring, plus a 
Shipwreck Dance and a few others. Once in a while some 
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of the members buzz down the Intracoastal to have dinner 
with another boating group at a dockside restaurant. And, 
of course, there are the fish fries. But the main emphasis 
always is on boating. That is why the really big events and 
big fun of the year are the club trips. 

About six or seven times a year the club conducts week- 
end trips, either by boat or by trailer, to some point within 
the state—the Keys, the inland lakes of central Florida, 
or the west coast. These jaunts are well organized before- 
hand. Newcomers are given a list of things to bring. ren- 
dezvous points are established, overnight motel reservations 
are made for those who either cannot or do not care to 
sleep in their boats. Sometimes even arrangements are made 
to have cars and trailers moved by local persons from 
launching site to point of destination. The club travels to- 
gether as much as possible in order to assist each other in 
case of emergency. On the water, a fleet captain with ship 
to shore radio is appointed to pick up stragglers or boats 
in trouble, and he is constantly in touch with the radio- 
equipped Commodore, who usually leads the fleet. All the 
family goes along—only once a year is this trip a stag affair. 
and that is a father-son combined boating and hunting trip 
in the fall 

The club has learned on these trips not to travel on too 
tight a schedule. Some members will want to fish, some 
skin-dive, some water-ski, some simply cruise about and see 
the sights. Every attempt is made to see that all have time 
to pursue their particular whim. 

Besides the week-end jaunts, the Boynton club also makes 
a number of one-day cruises, usually by water from their 
own ramp. Sunday seems to be the best day to get every- 
one together, and the group usually leaves about nine in 
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the morning and is home by dark. From experience, the 
group has found that two hours or so of traveling time to 
the destination is sufficiently long. A trip of that length 
allows sufficient time for an unhurried picnic, a leisurely 
swim or whatever, and a relaxed trip home. Any one-day 
excursion more lengthy than that is apt to become a rat 
race, leaving everyone limp and exhausted at the trip’s end. 

Few members, of course, can make all these trips. There 
are about 25 boats in the club, from 14-foot outboards to 
19-foot inboards with outboard drives, but usually no more 
than a dozen will be on hand for any one excursion, Fre- 
quently they combine forces with another boating club 
such as the one at Delray, so that there may be 20 or 30 
boats all told. On overnight trips there is a definite advan- 
tage to having a large flotilla; motel or boatel owners under 
such circumstances can offer the club a better rate. 

Everyone who has ever belonged to a boating club will 
agree, I think, that the more activities that are scheduled 
on the water the better it is for the club. As one of Boyn- 
ton’s past commodores put it, “The memorable years in this 
club are the ones when we had the most fun in ous boats 
together.” Of course, I have been discussing clubs located 
in Florida, where we are lucky enough to have year-round 
boating. But no matter what the climate, some boat clubs 
everywhere seem to be in danger of losing sight of the main 
objective—namely, boating. 

Don't allow the club to become too social. Dances and 
fish fries serve a dual or even triple purpose for a club: 
they raise money, they allow the members to become bet- 
ter acquainted, they aid in recruiting new members. How- 
ever, when they begin to take the place of evenings of 
instruction, afternoons on the water, they will 
eventually tend to divert the member's interest from boat- 
ing. 

Don't allow the club to become dominated by a clique.

Because Just Good 
Boats Don’t Offer Enough 


Officers should be rotated every year, and it is not a bad 
policy to make a rule to prevent any member from suc- 
ceeding himself. Newcomers should be quickly placed on 
committees, to give them a sense of responsibility and a 
feeling of really “belonging.” A board of directors is a good 
idea, in order to spread authority around. 

Don’t allow the clubhouse to become a community hall. 
The policy of renting out the clubhouse for revenue is fine 
when held within reason. However, it can easily be over- 
done. Never rent it out at a time that would conflict with 
regular club activities. Such conflict always causes resent- 
ment among the members. After all, it’s their clubhouse. 

Don’t allow the regular meetings to become too long. 
Keep business discussions brief and to the point. Here a 
board of directors is a great help, for they can make some 
of the decisions themselves, and the evening’s agenda can 
be determined and shortened by them in their own pre- 
liminary meeting. Long business meetings are sure death to 
attendance. And you know what happens next. “Who the 
heck decided that? I wasn’t there. I didn’t vote for it. Who 
do those guys think they are?” Trouble. 

Finally, a bit of advice for all club members, boating or 
otherwise. Leave your temperament at home. There may be 
issues that come up on which you are sure you are dead 
right and the rest of the club is dead wrong. No matter. 
Vote your “Nay”’—and forget about it. All lively organiza- 
tions are bound to have some dissension. The ones that 
stay together are the ones with the fewest “soreheads.” 

But lest we seem to end here on a negative note, let me 
add just one more word. If there’s a boat club near you— 
and you're interested in boating—join it. And if there isn’t 
one handy and you know some other people who might be 
interested—start one. 

In the immortal words of Madison Avenue 
glad you did. 
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GHOST SHIP 


OF THE 


ARCTIC

HE HAS APPEARED AGAIN—the Baychimo, 
phantom ship which has been voyaging the Arctic 
seas for 30 years without a crew. A party of Eskimos 
spotted her on March 7 this year; a gaunt, grey wanderer 
reeping through the swirling snow and chopped pack-ice 
f the Beaufort Sea between Icy Cape and Point Barrow. 
They recognized her at once. That tall single funnel and 
long rakish bridge could only belong to the Baychimo, the 
nost amazing mystery ship of modern times, the floating 
thost of the Arctic 
She was still intact and trim as the day she was launched,

Another famous ghost ship was the Marie Celeste Hers 
1 baffling mystery but she made only one appearance 
The Baychimo is in a class by herself. Weighing 1300 
tons, she once belonged to The Company of Gentleman 
Adventurers, commonly known as the Hudson's Bay Com- 
iny. She was the second of the company’s northern fleet 
to pioneer the opening of the vast trading territory around 
the Beaufort Sea, McClintock Channel and the end of the 
North West Passage into the Pacific 
The Baychimo took up the work of the schooner Lady 
after that ship was crushed in the Polar Pack 
in 192 The crew of the Kindersley escaped with their 
lives after a nightmare journey over the ice 
Year after year from her home port of Vancouver, 
British Columbia, the Baychimo plowed her way through 
the world’s most treacherous sea lanes, covering 2,000 miles 
of the Western Arctic to visit eight Hudson’s Bay out- 
posts. She threaded intricate passages through uncharted 
stretches where shoal water was a constant menace, and 
the leadsman’s life was a misery. Up the Western Canadian 
coast, through Bering Strait and round Alaska, she would 
enter the dangerous waters of the North-West Passage, and 
ilong that uncharted coast she left supplies and took bales 
of fur 
Always it was a race against time, with the Baychimo 
hurrying to escape the relentless pack-ice. No other ship 
had made the passage for more than two successive seasons, 
but the Baychimo stretched the record to nine years. 
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S.S. Baychimo was abandoned by crew in 1931. 


Every trip was filled with drama. On her last voyage the 
Baychimo sailed out of Vancouver on July 6, 1931, made 
her usual fast passage up Western Canadian waters and 
sailed through the Bering strait and Beaufort Sea. Night 
and day the crew, helped by Eskimos, worked feverishly 
under the long light of the unsetting sun. They reached the 
shores of little-known Victoria Land, an immense tract of 
unexplored territory which marked the end of the eastward 
journey, and then with a million dollars in bundled fur on 
board, the ship turned her nose back to Vancouver. 

Howling headwinds hampered her progress but the stout 
ship plowed on, bucking the heavy seas. Anxiously the 
crew watched fields of ice drifting and grinding and cement- 
ing themselves together for miles around. By September 30 
only a small space of open sea remained around the ship 

The men knew what tremendous pressure could be ex- 
erted on the ship by the ice. In a blinding blizzard on Octo- 
ber |, the Polar pack closed completely round the staunch 
Baychimo. Progress was impossible. The engines were 
stopped and the ship lay still in the ice-trap off the Alaskan 

illage of Barrow. 

It was hoped that the wind would change and drive the 
heavy pack ice away from the ship. This actually happened 
on October 3, but after only three hours steaming at full 
speed the Baychimo was again caught in the relentless grip 
of the ice which extended in a solid mass all around her, 
the only open water being northward and _ inaccessible 
Westerly winds were blowing, and these continued to drive 
the ice against the land, making escape impossible. 

But at last the members of the crew, all keen footballers, 
were able to indulge in a little exercise. Over the side they 
went, and on the smooth ice. Goalposts were erected and a 
pitch marked out. They played for hours in the shadow of 
their ice-bound ship. 

Then on October 8, the football players noticed a black 
line in the middle of their “field.” The ice had cracked! 

Since there had been no change in the wind’s direction 
this meant danger. The men rushed back to their ship and 
found that the ice was crunching along her side, moving 
slowly, inexorably towards the shore, pushing everything 
before it. 

It seemed certain that the Baychimo was about to be 
crushed like an eggshell. 

Hastily the crew gathered their personal belongings and 
prepared to leave immediately if the ship gave signs of 
caving in under the enormous pressure. That night they 
slept with their clothes on. Radio messages were sent to 
Winnipeg and London, explaining the ship’s plight. 

Nome, 600 miles to the south, was also contacted in case 
it became necessary for rescue to be attempted by plane. 
If the ship could not escape it was decided that an attempt 
would be made to fly half the crew out. The other halt 
would remain near the vessel ready to man her again the 
following summer. 

October 15 was the deadline. If the ice was still holding 
then a make-shift cabin would be built on shore. It would 
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be impossible to heat the steel ship but the men might make 
themselves tolerably comfortable in a cabin. 

Meanwhile several airline companies in Alaska were con- 
tacted by radio, and on October 9, 1931, a radio message 
was received from Nome: 


“SS Baychimo, Point Barrow. 


Can send three heated cabin planes carrying 11 
passengers and 350 lbs. of baggage. Round trip 12 
hours flying time. Runways should be 1,600 feet clear 
paralleling wind for capacity loading. Advise start 
early on account of changeable weather. Can give fast 
service but must have decision soon, also length of 
runways available and date ready. 

(Signed) Northern Air Transport.” 


To those men imprisoned in the cruel pack ice off the 
most northerly point in the North American continent, this 
message sounded as though it had come from heaven. An- 
other dramatic message followed on October 14: 


“Planes at Kotzebue tonight. Have passengers on 
field at 12:30 on fifteenth. Planes will return Kotzebue 
at once. Advise Barrow of weather early.” 


At exactly 12:30 on October 15 two planes circled the 
trapped Baychimo and then jianded, cheered by her crew 
standing on the ice about a mile away. The planes were 
equipped with wheel landing gear, not skis, and that fact 
spoke much for the daring of their pilots, Vic Ross and 
Hans Mirow. They had flown their Stinson monoplanes 
600 miles over some of the most barren and dangerous 
areas on earth, most of it snow-covered and the rest water. 

In less than an hour the first seven passengers were on 
board the planes and on their way home. 

Ross and Mirow dared to make two further hazardous 
trips to the trapped Baychimo, fighting their way through 
blizzards and making hair-raising forced landings. A total 
of 22 men were rescued and landed at Nome, but Captain 
John Cornwell, skipper of the Baychimo and 14 of the 
crew remained behind. 

With lumber and canvas from their stores they made a 
shelter on safe ice near the shore about a mile from, but 
in sight of, the steamer. A gasoline drum did duty as a 
stove, and the men lived fairly well on canned food, and 
seal meat sold to them by the Eskimos. They were prepared 
to wait for nearly a year, until the following summer’s 
thaw might free the ship—if she miraculously resisted the 
pressure of the ice for that long. 

Yet all their staunch loyalty to the ship, all their hard- 
ships and anxiety came to nothing 

On the night of November 24 there was a sudden 
change in temperature, a rise to 70 degrees. Such a violent 
and sudden change could only mean a raging storm was on 
its way. 

It hit with tremendous fury. A high wind together with 
a blinding blizzard held the men tight in their shelter for 
three whole days. When the storm abated the men ven- 
tured out into the grey twilight of a polar day. All around 
them fantastic ridges of ice loomed like miniature moun- 
tain ranges. The tremendous ice pressure’ had built hum- 
mocks 70 feet high. 

As they looked about this strange new world the men 
suddenly discovered that the Baychimo was gone, swal- 
lowed up by the fury of the storm, with nearly all their food 
and a million-dollar’s-worth of top-grade furs. The steamer 
had been whisked away by a genie more powerful than any 
in the Arabian Nights. 

[he captain’s wide knowledge of ice conditions told him

that the ship had not been smashed. had not foundered. The 
thaw and following wind simply had moved the part of the 
sea ice containing the ship away into the unknown. For 
weeks parties of men under Captain Cornwell, and Officers 
Sommers and Kively, searched over a wide area without 
finding the ship. Finally they gave up hope and moved to 
Point Barrow 

They had just got there when an Eskimo hunter came 
hurrying to announce that he had found the ship. She had 
traveled about 45 miles south and west of her first position 

A deal was made with the Eskimo. He brought several 
members of his tribe, and together with the Baychimo crew 
they trekked across the ice to the ship and labored to sal- 
vage the valuable fur cargo. For 15 days every man worked 
like a slave until the greater part of the fur bales had been 
taken from the ship’s hold 

In a series of blizzards the men began to carry the bales 
of fur back to the comparative safety of Point Barrow. But 
when they returned, gaunt and frost-bitten, to get the last of 
the furs, the black fury of the storms once again had swal- 
lowed up the Baychimo. Again it had vanished without 
trace 

The crew began to abandon hope of ever finding it. A 
derelict in such a sea must be chewed and ground to death 
and sunk to the frozen depths. Never in the history of the

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12, 1932, trapper Leslie Melvin saw the ship in the ice, 
close inshore, several hundred miles from Herschel Island. 
Melvin, alone on a 300-mile dog-team journey from 
Herschel Island to Nome, was traveling light, so could not 
salvage anything of value. 

However, this latest view of the ship did not change the 
certainty of all experienced men that she would be seen no 
more. Yet, a few months later, a party of prospectors re- 
ported that they not only had seen the Baychimo but had 
managed to scramble aboard. They reported the ship in 
perfect condition. 

On March 20, 1932, Captain Cornwell and his men, who 
had remained behind at Point Barrow, were flown out by 
Pilots Ross and Mirow. Almost exactly one year later the 
Baychimo drifted past Point Barrow. Her progress was so 
even that it seemed a crew must be on board. By now all 
the tribes along the rim of the Arctic Sea knew the strange 
history of the ghost ship. The Baychimo had been formally 
abandoned by crew and owners, She was anybody’s ship. 

Envisioning rich salvage, 30 Eskimos set off in small 
boats from Point Barrow. Aloof and stately the Baychimo 
moved forward, but the Eskimos finally overhauled her and 
scrambled on board. Eagerly they began to explore the 
silent hold. But the silence did not last. Suddenly the ship 
was filled with a mighty roaring as a tremendous blizzard 
bore down from the Pole. 

Pan ice came first, and then larger floes which began 
their old grinding warfare against the Baychimo. The Es- 
kimos had no knowledge of marine engines, nor did they 
know how to steer so large a craft. For ten days they 
drifted helplessly, terrified by their superstitious belief that 
the great storm was the Baychimo’s way of freeing herself 
from unwelcome visitors. 

At last the natives lowered themselves on what they 
judged to be a substantial ice formation. Presently the stout 
pan ice detached itself from the ship’s side and she began 
moving before the wind. The 30 Eskimos could do nothing

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but wait on the ice formation in fear and hope. Now that 
the Baychimo had been left alone the winds became kinder. 
Winds and currents together brought the ice raft to shore 
and the Eskimos reached land. 

Three times great storms had saved the Baychimo from 
being brought back under human control. Having experi- 
enced a taste of wild freedom, the ship seemed unwilling to 
slave again for taskmasters or be taken down to quiet seas 
or civilized docks. 

In August, 1933 she was seen moving slowly northward 
with the drifting pack ice. During that summer Eskimos 
sighted her several times and the next year, in July, the 
schooner Trader came upon the ghost ship now entering 
her third year of unprecedented life for a derelict of the ice 
floes. 

Among those who boarded her from the Trader was Miss 
Isobel Hutchinson, a hardy Scottish botanist gathering 
Arctic plants for Kew Gardens, London. 

It was a weird and depressing sight, according to Miss 
Hutchinson. Through the open hold she could see scattered 
samples of mineral ore, caribou skins, broken bales of fur, 
and pillaged cargo boxes. One untouched case contained 
valuable anthropological specimens which had been placed 
on board by Canadian scientist-explorer Dr. Nelson Green- 
leaves before departing on the second stage of his expedi- 
tion to the north, 

In one corner of the hold a “Times History of the Great 
War” cried out to be taken from an icy world where no one 
read. In the pilothouse a rusty typewriter stood silent. The 
charts of seven seas were scattered on the deck. The Arctic 
specter now piloting the ship didn’t need them. 

The schooner Trader steamed away, leaving the ghost 
ship riding placidly on a great pan of ice. The Baychimo 
continued on her aimless way. 

For a year or more no man saw the Baychimo. Then in 
September, 1935, Captain George Patterson of Vancouver 
saw her riding serenely near Wainwright, off the Alaska 
coast. The self-sufficient ship appeared to be in no distress 
and slowly vanished to the north. 

From time to time after that Eskimos reported seeing the 
Baychimo, generally hundreds of miles from the last point 
of observation. Memory of the ghost ship faded. 

Then Captain Hugh Polson sighted her in November, 
1939 in the middle of an ice field. Hardly believing that the 
legend ship could still be intact, he and several members of 
his crew crossed the ice and went aboard. 

Again the lonely deck felt the tread of sailors. The dark 
hold was explored with flashlights. The experts found the 
ship as seaworthy as ever. 

Captain Polson wanted to bring in the ghostly wanderer 
but fresh floes were drifting-in steadily and his men feared 
that if they stayed to experiment with the Baychimo they 
might lose their own ship. The season for Arctic navigation 
was late and ice formations already were alarming. Captain 
Polson and his crew returned to their own ship. 

Again the Baychimo was left to her wild freedom. Again 
the harsh forces of the polar sea had intervened to save the 
ghost ship from civilization. 

Since then she has been sighted a score of times. Her 
record has no parallel in the history of the world’s shipping. 
It is as though some phantom steersman, infinitely wise to 
ice conditions, came aboard the Baychimo on that October 
day in 1931 when her regular commander and crew took to 
the ice. 

The latest report of a sighting indicates that the miracle 
ship of the Arctic is still cruising her lonely way along the 
Northern shipping lanes. There is no evidence that she has 
met the fate so long predicted for her. 

Perhaps in this or the next year’s brief northern summer 
the ship with a soul will again show herself, riding serenely 
out of the mist, haughty and elusive, and avoiding the frail 
efforts of men to capture so mysterious a prize. — G

Ample sitting head- 
room is available throughout and the large hatch over the 
galley allows maximum convenience for the cook. The head

CRUISING SAILBOAT of your own? What is 

it really like? How much work is there? How 

much do you have to know about technical 
subjects? What does it really cost? Do the new fiberglass 
boats really meke it easier?” 

Twelve years ago all those questions—except the fiber- 
glass one—were in my mind. Can you sail with small 
children? Is weekend cruising really possible? 

A thousand questions I’ve heard, and tried to answer, 
from friends with some kind of seafaring blood, or sea- 
dreaming blood, running through their veins. During that 
time my family and I have been looking for the same 
answers, and having a wonderful adventure—owning a 
cruising sailboat. 

If we had to boil the answers down to a paragraph, it 
would be something like this: 

“If you are the kind of person who wants to have at least 
one great adventure in life; if you are practical with a 
screwdriver and romantic about books, horizons, and wet, 
windy days; if you can afford a car or a house, or can get 
up at sunrise every Saturday in the spring to do your own 
work in the boatyard; if you are a Jone wolf, or a social 
kind that likes to sing (or any kind in between); if you al- 
ready have a name picked out for your own sailboat—then 
Owning a cruising sailboat is worth looking into.” 

What is it really like? Well, I’ve done a little camping— 
and cruising in a sailboat is more civilized, yet like camping. 
As perhaps you already know, sailing is like many things, 
yet different. It seems faster than flying, although actually 
it is slower than a walking horse. If you have ever won- 
dered what it would have been like to go exploring when 
the world was young, you can find out in a sailboat—every 
harbor is waiting to be entered for the first time—and 
every day, with every kind of light, every kind of weather, 
can be different even on the most familiar waters. 

It is funny what sailing does to character and personality. 
One man I know is very precise—but he has learned that 
he cannot predict how far he will go in a day. Another is 
happy-go-lucky—and he has learned to organize his boat 
and himself for various eventualities. Do these observations 
about people help tell what it is really like? 

Or would it be better to tell about a weekend family 
cruise? With the aid of my Merrywend’s log-book, some 
snapshots, and the family’s memory, perhaps I can re-live 
a short cruise. 

It begins on Friday morning, while I am still at my office. 
My wife, Helen, has already begun to pack the food for 
the weekend, plus towels, pillow cases, snow-suit jackets for 
the girls (even in summertime), and extra bottles of tonic 
(gin-and-Schweppes is our favorite for the boat, perhaps 
because we once briefly met Commander Whitehead on a 
sloop in Rhode Island). 

Late in the day I get home, and finish loading the station 
wagon. Thirty-five minutes later the three girls, Helen and 
I begin carrying duffel bags, food bags, a big aluminum pot 
with beef stew, and various extras down to the dock. 
Finally, at seven o’clock, the stew is warming over the two- 
burner stove in the galley, and we are resting in the cock- 
pit with gin-and-tonic. 

Another hour: supper is over, the dishes are done, the 
duffel stowed, and since it is a beautiful evening, with a light 
southwest breeze, we start sailing east. 

A little before dark, I get the anchor line ready on the 
how, then drop the jib as we sail behind the breakwater at 
Glen Cove. In five more minutes the sails are furled, the

anchor light is hung on the forestay. I'd like to light my 
pipe and sit in the cockpit awhile—but actually I have to 
move two sail bags out of the forepeak, find my youngest 
daughter’s duffel bag, and then put the sailings back. (If 
you think those fellows in the Bermuda race are always 
working, observe that family cruising includes a lot of 
chores too.) 

Eventually the daughters are asleep, I’ve had my evening 
pipe in the quiet darkness, checked that we’re riding on the 
anchor satisfactorily, and looked around at the other boats 
in the harbor. One looks familiar. 

In the morning the familiar-looking boat turns out to be 
a Coastwise Cruiser named Arhacia, and Burnham Bowden,

who has gone for a swim before breakfast, swims over to 
say hello. (Observation: after a few years of cruising, you 
come to know many boats and many people. Some you 
never see in street clothes; others, like the Bowdens, live 
almost next door at home, as well as sometimes anchoring 
next door in a harbor; still others are people you meet only 
once, yet exchange Christmas cards with for years. At any 
rate, there is a special dimension to boating friendships. 
You can be as alone as you want to, any time—or make 
many friends, have improm)iu parties in harbors or on the 
beach, and even cruise in groups of three and four boats, 
as we have sometimes done.) 

On this particular Saturday morning we part company 
with Arbacia after breakfast, and sail east to the next har- 
bor, called Lloyds’ Sand Hole, In those days one could 
still go ashore on the beach there, and by midafternoon the 
girls are swimming, rowing the dinghy around, searching 
for shells, and deepening their suntans. We are anchored, 
and after a while another friend tied up alongside. While we 
talk, and break out more gin and tonic, I fix the pump on 
the alcohol stove. 

Comment: on a boat you always have a choice: some- 
thing to fix, or make, or change. Usually you can let it go 
until another time. Some people keep a “fix-it” list. Most 
people ask each other questions: how do you do this or 
that, or will you teach me to splice some rainy afternoon, or 
what kind of brass polish do you use. You borrow tools 
you sometimes even paint small areas of an afternoon, you 
get ideas for a small shelf in the head from visiting another

boat. But somehow you have the illusion you’re having a 
lazy, relaxed time. 

Later that day we have guests in the cockpit, for dessert 
and coffee after dinner. Sometimes, reading in the log, I 
look back at various parties that just happened informally, 
ind I conclude that the best parties in my life have been 
that kind. I happened to photograph the cockpit of 
Calynda while standing on the boom of Merrywend. Last 
year POPULAR BOATING used this picture, in color, as a 
cover 

Eventually all the day’s work is done. The swimming 
ladder is stowed, the dinghy un-rigged after having been 
sailed all over the harbor, the anchor light hung again, the 
cockpit cushions put out of the dew, the children in their 
bunks, and even the skipper is asleep by eleven. Once, dur- 
ing the night, | awake and look around the harbor to make 
sure that everything is all right—no other boats swinging 
too near Merrywend, no night storm brewing, the anchor 
light burning brightly. In four minutes I am back asleep. 
(Ashore, I find it hard to go back to sleep after waking up. 
On the boat, I always sleep well. Why, I remember one 
time when there was an all-night storm, and I got up once 
an hour to check that we weren't dragging our anchor—I 
still got a full night’s sleep.) 

The next day, Sunday, is the day for a special breakfast 
in the cockpit—a little later than usual, a little fancier than 
usual. The sun is warm, but the wind is chilly enough so 
that everyone wears jackets—and this in July. This is an- 
other part of the answer to “what’s it like to go family 
cruising?”—you are sometimes hot, and you have to be 
careful about sun-burn. But you have to bring warm 
clothes along, and sometimes you'll wear foul-weather gear 
most of a weekend. You're living in the middle of the 
weather, much more than anyone in a city. You get to 
know the feeling of a small east wind that starts out like 
nothing at all, but promises a storm. You get to like rain in 
your face. You get to see more of the stars on a clear night, 
or more of the blue sky on a clear morning, than most other 
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people. You listen to the weather forecasts, and you learn 
to make your own—but you're sure to get some kind of 
weather and have to live with it. 

It was something like that on the particular July Sunday 
I’m recalling in these pages. In the afternoon, as we were 
sailing back to our home port at City Island, we saw a 
squall building up. Everyone had to turn to, putting radio, 
cockpit cushions, books, and so on out of the cockpit, clos- 
ing portholes and hatches, getting ready. 

Since we weren't racing, and it did look like a big squall, 
we dropped the mainsail, and had it covered before the 
wind and the rain hit. I had my foul-weather gear ready in 
the cockpit, and we sailed under jib alone through the 
squall. It wasn’t dangerous, nor even uncomfortable— 
partly because we had arranged things ahead of time. A 
crew of husky men can sail a 33-foot sloop through a squall 
with ease, and so can a family, But when we can, we make 
it easier for ourselves. 

So that’s a typical weekend—warm, sunny, rainy for 
forty minutes, sunny again. Lazy hours sitting around, but 
work to be done—hoisting sails, furling sails, dropping 
anchor, getting the anchor in. Mopping the deck, washing 
the dishes by hand, folding up the blankets or rolling up 
the sleeping bags. Stowing things, getting things out. Sail- 
ing, eating, talking, swimming. 

How much work is there? Perhaps this account of a 
weekend has already shown you. But that isn’t all. It really 
depends what you mean by “work.” On winter evenings 
you may be varnishing a pair of oars, if you have a work- 
shop basement. Or making a book-shelf. Or marking the

corners of a set of new charts. Or going through catalogs of 
ship chandlers, the Crow’s Nest, Dave Atwater’s Ship’s 
Store, and whatnot, deciding on things you really must buy 

a new lead-line, shock cord for the topping lift, a new 
book about your favorite hobby. (Editor's note: Mr. 
Whiting is the author of one: “Tales and Techniques of 
Boating,” published by Ziff-Davis.) 

In the spring there is work too—even if you can afford 
to tell the boat-yard “You do everything.” Even if you 
have a new fiberglass boat that may need painting every 
three years—there is still varnishing, bottom paint, putting 
that new shelf in the head, polishing the stainless steel 
galley stove, eye-splicing a dock-line, carrying half a ton of 
sails, dishes, canned food and miscellaneous gear all the 
way down the dock and all the way out in the launch. 

If you have owned a small boat, and are thinking of own- 
ing a cruising sailboat, I have a few suggestions: 

(1) Multiply the work a few times, in your mind. 

(2) Observe owners of larger boats, and make a mental 
note of the extra work they do. 

(3) Make a list, of all these items, the ones mentioned in 
this article, and more—add all of it up. 

Now, if most of these things are chores you enjoy doing, 
and if you can avoid the extreme of trying to do every single 
job yourself the first year—you'll find the work is easy. 
There’s just quite a lot of it. 

How much do you have to know about technical subjects 
in order to be able to cruise in a sailboat? To this important 
question I think I have a brand new answer. It isn’t even a 
very complicated answer. It is this—in three parts: 

1. If you are used to reading and understanding the 
articles in PopULAR BOATING, you have enough knowledge 
to start. 

2. If you make it a practice to continually increase your 
technical knowledge—by reading, taking courses like those 
of the Power Squadron, and some constant practice—you 
can gradually match your expanding knowledge with more 
and more ambitious trips. 

3. If you have a real sense of boats, of the water and 
the weather, and of ordinary practical things, you will be 
able to find the technical information you need. 

Behind these three comments, of course, is my feeling 
that most people reading this article realize that reading a 
chart, following buoys, using a compass, tying a few knots, 
anchoring properly, making a small emergency repair, and 
avoiding accidents are the elementary skills. Off on the 
horizon is a constantly bigger mass of facts called piloting 
and navigation, sailing technique, boat-handling methods, 
meteorology. 

But you do not have to be able to use a radio direction 
finder before you buy your first boat. You do not need to 
know how to handle a spinnaker in a blow before you go 
for your first afternoon sail. You do not need to have ex- 
perience in a hurricane before you try staying ashore, as a 
beginner, on a squally afternoon when things look uncom- 
fortably rough. 

In other words, the question about how much technical 
nautical knowledge you need will be answered for you step 
by step—by reading, by practical experience, by talking 
with other people. As long as you don’t get over-confident, 
and you keep on learning, there is no need to feel in awe of 
the technicalities of sailing. Plenty of illiterate (but intelli- 
gent) fishermen learned them a thousand years ago. — G

How To Use Sun Range 
For Compass Correction 


By Eugene A. Smith 


OST OF US, at some time or other while on an 
extended cruise, have experienced the empty, al- 


most sick, feeling when we've run two or three 
minutes past a check point on a warm, hazy summer’s day. 
As the minutes tick off beyond our estimated E.T.A., the 
heart beats a little faster and the throat becomes dry. 
Usually, we've miscalculated on wind or current and soon 
we find our buoy and all’s well again. 

We had an experience like this recently while cruising 
in the British West Indies. The only difference is that we 
had figured everything all right; something had caused a 
deviation in our compass. While relating our story to a 
professional skipper, he suggested that when we get back 
stateside we obtain a copy of the Red Azimuth Tables to 
keep aboard at all times. 

This suggestion was noted, but it was sometime later 
before it was understood what a valuable book this is. 
Oddly enough, it was discovered among some old volumes 
inherited with our Alden cutter, Airess. It is, officially, the 
Navy Department Hydrographic Office Publication called 
Azimuths of the Sun and Other Celestial Bodies of Dec- 
lination O° to 23° for Latitudes Extending to 70° from 
the Equator—Fifteenth Edition. Fortunately, it is com- 
monly called by a less frightening designation, H.O. 71, or 
even the Red Azimuth Tables, as it is bound in red. 

The tables, although fairly simple, are intended for use 
by a trained navigator, and the brief explanation in the 
front is prepared accordingly. It took much investigating 
and study before it was learned how these tables could be 
put to practical use on the Airess. However, once the 
process was clarified, it developed that it is relatively simple 
to find the bearing of the sun at any time of day. This 
azimuth, or its reciprocal bearing of the shadow, can then 
be used to determine the correction factor which has to 
be applied to most compass headings to obtain a correct 
magnetic reading. 

This can be done by the average small boat owner who 
is not familiar with the principles of celestial navigation 
or the use of a sextant. Basically the use of H.O. 71 
amounts to looking down a column of figures as listed 
under a particular date and simply noting the sun’s bearing 
opposite the time of day. 

From March 21 through September 22 the tables in 
Part II of the book are used in the north latitudes, and 
during the rest of the year Part III applies. Part I is needed 
only at the Equator. The pages are headed in degrees of 
latitude, to correspond to the area in which the observa- 
tions are made. 

When using H.O. 71, “Apparent Time” must be obtained 
first, as the tables are based on this time. To get apparent 
time, two simple adjustments are made in ordinary Standard 
Time. In the United States this Standard Time is referenced 
to zone meridians as follows: 

Eastern E.S.T. 75° W 

Central C.S.T. 90° W 

Mountain M.S.T. 105° W 

Pacific P.S.T. 120° W 
These 15° steps are, of course, for convenience, as true 
time would vary uniformly across the country. The exact 
time, Local Civil Time (L.€.T.), on the longitude of the 
observer, must be obtained by adjusting his Standard Time 
by 4 minutes for each degree the observer's meridian varies 
from the zone meridian: 

TB aly Standard Time + or — Location Correction 

WHERE: 

160 


LOCATION CORRECTION = 4 X (Difference between 
Observer's Longitude and Zone Meridian). This Location 
Correction is subtracted when the observer is west of his 
meridian, and added when he is east of it. This factor is in 
minutes of time when the meridians are expressed in de- 
grees of longitude. 

This Local Civil Time is then converted to “Apparent 
Time” by adding or subtracting minutes of the “Equation 
of Time,” as indicated in Figure 1], for the day of the ob- 
servations. The values given are close approximations, for 
any year, to give sufficiently accurate results for small boat 
compass checks. 

This “Apparent Time,” thus obtained, is then used di- 
rectly in H.O. 71 to determine the azimuth, or bearing, 
of the sun. 

The following example should help to illustrate the 
process: GIVEN: A boat off the North Carolina coast at 
Latitude 34° N. and Longitude 77° W. at 5:23 P.M., E.S.T., 
on August 12, MAGNETIC VARIATION 4° 35’ W. 
FIND: Azimuth of the Sun 

SOLUTION: 

First: LOCATION CORRECTION = 4 X (difference in 
observer and zone meridians) 

= 4X (77° — 75°) 
=4X2=8 MINUTES 

(Subtract this as the observer is west of the time zone 
meridian ) 

L.C.T. = E.S.T. —- LOCATION FACTOR 
= 5:23-—8 
= 5:15 P.M. 

Second: APPARENT TIME = L.C.T. + or — (equation 

of time) 
(From Figure 1, equation of time for August 12 is — 5 
MINUTES) 
APPARENT TIME = 5:15 — 5 
= 5:10 
Apply the time obtained to the 34° latitude section in Part II 
of H.O. 71, (See Figure 2). 

Under the column headed August 12 read the answer di- 
rectly: 84° 05S’ at 5:10 P.M. These azimuths in the northern 
hemisphere represent angles east from north in the morn- 
ings and to the west from north in the afternoons. In the 
above example the bearing could also be expressed as 
275° 55’ by subtracting N. 84° 05’ W. from 360°. This 
method gives true bearing and adjustment for any magnetic 
variation of the area must be taken into account. In this 
case the correct magnetic bearing would then be: 

ais (Ss 
+4° 35’ W. VARIATION 


280° 30’ 
If the variation had been Easterly it would have been sub- 
tracted. 

This is then the exact magnetic bearing of the sun. This 
handy reference can be used to check compass accuracy 
even when out of sight of land, or where there are no 
known ranges. 

One of its greatest values is as a rapid means, with a 
simple pelorus, of determining the exactness of a particular 
course. Such check is good practice on any long run. 

Even when an accurate deviation table has been pre- 
pared in advance there is always the chance that an over- 
looked factor could change some of the readings. Modi- 
fications in equipment or changes in stowage arrangements 
near the compass can suddenly introduce a sizable error.

A hard-to-detect error results when deviation changes 
as a boat heels over. Such an error on a sailing yacht can 
make an important difference where she may go for miles 
with the same toe rail buried in the water. 

Without a pelorus, deviation can be checked by the use

of a simple attachment to a horizontal-card compass with 
a flat glass cover. Fasten a thin non-magnetic vertical pin 
to the center of the glass. This can be secured temporarily 
with a wire bracket, a small rubber suction cup or even 
cellophane tape. The shadow cast by the pin, if the card 
and glass are kept horizontal, will give the sun’s bearing 
when corrected by 180°. 

In the example assume that the boat had been sailing 
on a compass heading of 45° and that the sun cast a shadow 
on the compass card at 107°. The bearing of the sun would 
appear to be: 107 


However, it had been determined that the correct mag- 
netic bearing should be 280° 30’. The difference, then, in 
the computed value and the compass reading is the devia- 
tion 

287 
280° 30’ 
6° 30’ W 

This means that 642° must always be added to the true 
charted course in addition to correcting for variation when 
setting a correct compass course for this heading. 

When H.O. 7/ is to be used on a day other than one 
indicated at the head of columns, the azimuths of the sun 
can be obtained by interpolation. A day before or after the 
indicated date makes such little difference that the change 
can be ignored for most routine checks. You can also 
interpolate for times between the 10-minute intervals listed. 

There will be less chance of error if checks are not made 
near midday when the bearing of the sun is changing most 
rapidly. On August 12, between 5:00 and 5:10 P.M. the 


azimuth changes only 1° 19’, but during 10 minutes, at 
11:25 to 11:35, it changes 6° 52’. 

In addition to giving azimuths, the tables include times 
of sunrise and sunset. And also, H.O. 7/ can, in an emer- 
gency, be used in reverse to determine the time of day—as 
a sun dial! In addition, if one understands celestial naviga- 
tion, the Red Azimuth Tables can be used in determining 
azimuths of certain stars and planets, as well as the moon. 

The H.O. 71 Red Azimuths Tables, which costs $1.50, is 
an item which could be put in the same category with life 
preservers or fire extinguishers. It is a comfort to have it 
aboard on a long cruise, for if the need ever does arise you 
will find that if you don’t have your own you won't be 
able to buy or borrow one in time! — G

Aluminum 


Pier 


By James A. Lockhart 


VERY MAN who has helped to in- 

stall a heavy pier ata lake or river 
resort in the spring—and then had to 
reverse the process in October will see 
the value of this pier. 

In place of the usual heavy 2” x 6” 
stringers to support the structure, light 
weight aluminum pipe is used. And 
fully adjustable slip-on fittings make 
supports for the decking easy to as- 
semble—and equally easy to take 
apart and store for the winter. The fit- 
tings are strong enough for any load 
and yet a little hex wrench is the only 
tool needed to put the outfit together. 

The aluminum pipe selected was 
114” x 8’ internally ribbed type, since 
it is exceptionally strong in relation to 
weight. Ordinary steel pipe can also be 
used but an important point in select- 
ing aluminum was the fact that paint 
could be forgotten and yet no rust 
problem would be present. 

The actual dimensions of the pier 
will have to vary to suit each local re- 
quirement as to total length or depth 
of water, and the sizes presented here 
are for one eight foot section planned 
for a relatively shallow lake front. On 
this location there is little need for ad- 
justing the height of the pier, but in 
many situations such adjusting would 
be of prime importance. 

The following fittings are needed for 
an eight foot section as shown. 
1—not adjustable for height: 

6 Round base flanges 
6 Side outlet tees 

If the pier is to be fully adjustable 
for height, the following fittings would 
be required: 

6 Round base flanges 
6 Side outlet cross 


In either case the section calls for 
two lengths of 8’ aluminum pipe 14” 
in diameter—plus three cross mem- 
bers 30” long—plus six upright sup- 
ports that will give necessary deck 
height above the water level. 

The base flanges were attached to 
solid wood members 142” x 8” wide 
with screws. A good grade of pine or 
cypress or poplar is excellent if avail- 
able. Either of the two latter species 
will last for 20 years or more under 
water. The same type of %4” lumber 
is best for the deck, too. These boards 
being cut 4” wide and 36” long and 
spaced at least 44” apart. The deck 
boards are attached with screws to 
1” x 3” x 8’ long slats—used to hold 
the section together rather than for 
strength. 

When each deck section is assem- 
bled it was laid on the pipe frame and 
marked with pencil underneath so that 
the necessary portions could be mor- 
tised out to fit over the joints as illus- 
trated. Simple “U” bolts hold the deck 
to the pipe frame 

No exact cost can be given for each 
section since height of the pier itself 
above the water would make some dif- 
ference, but it would average about 
$35 to $40.00 per eight foot section. 
The pier is easy to make and easy to 
take apart for storage where that is a 
factor. It is light and strong and ex- 
ceptionally neat in appearance!— G

RESTITCHING TOPSIDERS 

EAMS OF LEATHER moccasin- 
S toe type boat footgear tend to let 
go after a year or so. Still, few shoe 
repair shops know the moccasin-stitch 
required to put the shoe back into 
good-as-new condition. Most boat 
owners, though, are handy with a palm 
and needle and can quickly learn to do 
a good job. 

Carefully pull out all the broken 


and frayed stitching. Thread two 
needles with the same length of twine, 
preferably linen or nylon sail twine 
well waxed. By rights the needles 
should be the blunt harness sewing 
type, but as they’re difficult to locate 
you can use two. small sail needles. If 
they’re too big the enlarged ends will 
open the old holes in the leather un- 
duly. In any case you have to be care- 
ful in shoving the needles through that

is installed beneath a bridge deck or 
raised forward section of the cockpit, 
air is sucked in through two screened 
openings in the cabin bulkhead, above 
and below the step there. The dis- 
charge is normally through a louvered 
section of the cockpit wall. Or in good 
weather the hatch above could be kept 
open, closed merely by a removable 
grating. The louvered after-opening 
can be depended on to keep rain out. 
But in really heavy going, when un- 
doubtedly the boat would be under 
sail, there is a Plexiglas shutter which 
would be proof against anything other 
than actual flooding of the cockpit. 

In B, where the two-cylinder engine 
is almost entirely below the cockpit 
deck proper, air is fed to its compart- 
ment through two box-like ducts sup- 
plied by Dorade type ventilators on 
the cabin top. Accordingly, the engine 
would get its air even with everything 
battened down. Here too there is a low 
hatch that could be kept ajar to allow 
the heated air to escape, but main de- 
pendence is put on a blower-fitted duct 
discharging through °: ventilator on the 
after deck. Now inat there are plastic 
coated spring wire type tubings that 
are quite flexible it is a simple matter 
to lead such a duct almost anywhere. 


their sharp points don’t catch the twine 
from the opposite side to prevent pull- 
ing the stitch finally tight. If the twine 
is very light use it doubled as shown; 
if fairly heavy use it singly with just 
enough protruding from the needles to 
not have it pull out of the eye. 
Commence a stitch or two back on 
the still-sound stitching. “Feeling” for 
the old holes, push one needle through 
to center the thread, leaving its end 
protruding. Make the next stitch by 
pushing either needle through the next 
hole and pulling its thread tight, then 
the other, leaving the second end 
extending. These ends can be cut off 
later, or a careful worker will thread 
each end in turn into a needle and 
shove through to have the excess end 
inside the shoe. Anyhow, continue the 
stitching by pushing one needle 
through, then the other from the op- 
posite side, pulling the thread of each 
in turn, tight. If the gaping place is 
short continue the stitching to take in 
a couple of the original stitches at the 
other end of the opening. But if the 
fault takes in the overlapping part of 
the shoe, as shown in the sketch, end 
the job by duplicating the original 
stitching to bind the parts. Often this 
can be done best by working with only 
one of the threaded needles. Finally, 
shove through to have the ends of the 
twine inside the shoe for cutting off 
and possibly knotting there.

HOW TO SELECT 
BINOCULARS 


NE OF THE FIRST MEN to 
O bring distant objects closer 
visually was Galileo, the inventor of 
the telescope. His discovery early in 
the 17th Century led to the develop- 
ment of the modern-day binocular. It 
started with two small telescopes, often 
called Galilean glasses, being joined 
together. They were called field glasses. 
Certain limitations were encountered 
with these glasses such as heavy weight 
unless of low magnification, and re- 
stricted field of view. 

These limitations led to the eventual 
development of the modern prism 
binocular. Its design features a system 
of prisms which permits the light to 
travel the necessary optical distance for 
higher magnification but greatly re- 
duces the physical size of the binocu- 
lars. The result is greater power and 
versatility in a smaller, lighter, more 
compact unit. But more important 
they provide crisp, clear images with- 
out causing eyestrain. 

The multitude of uses for a good 
prism binocular aboard a boat re- 
quires the boatman to use care in 
its selection. He must decide on 
the magnifying power, light-gathering 
ability, size of field, method of focus- 
ing, size, weight, and cost. 


MAGNIFICATION 

The majority of binoculars come in 
6-, 7- or 8-power. The Navy uses 7 
power glasses, therefore it would seem 
that this should be the power suited 
for the pleasure boatman. A glass that 
makes objects look 7 times their natur- 
al size is called 7 power and is so 
marked. A buoy 300 feet away will 
appear to be only 43 feet away through 
a 7-power glass. 

It might seem advantageous to have 
a greater magnifying power to bring 
very distant objects in closer. But with 
increased power, the binocular be- 
comes difficult to hold steady, the 
light-gathering ability is poor, and the 
field of view is reduced. Very im- 
portant to the boatman is the increased 
difficulty of holding the glass steady 
when the power is increased. Imagine 
the trouble it would be to pick out a 
small landmark along the shore if the 
boat were pitching in rough water. The 
higher the power, the more each little 
movement is accentuated, and this ef- 
fect becomes so pronounced with 
powers higher than 8 that usually a 
firm support for the binocular is neces- 
sary for satisfactory viewing. 


LIGHT-GATHERING ABILITY 
AND SIZE OF FIELD 
Brightness falls off rapidly with in- 
creased magnification, so that a 6- 


power glass has 4 times the brightness 
of an 8-power glass with the same “ob- 
jective,” a term that will be explained 
later. 

The field of view is the amount of 
landscape that can be seen through the 
binocular without moving it. This de- 
creases in direct proportion to the 
magnifying power, which means that 
an 8-power glass has only *4 the width 
of field of a 6-power glass. 

Binoculars are identified by magni- 
fication and objective diameter in mil- 
limeters—7 x 35 means a 7-power 
glass with an objective 35 mm. in 
diameter. The lens in front of the 
binocular, furthest away from your 
eye, is the objective lens. The size of 
the objective is important in that the 
larger the size the more light is ad- 
mitted. This does not make much 
difference in bright daylight, but under 
conditions of poor light like a dark, 
overcast day or at dusk, light-gather- 
ing ability becomes extremely im- 
portant for it determines what one can 
see. If you do your boating under 
these or similar conditions, it is ad- 
visable to select glasses with a high 
light-gathering ability. 


METHOD OF FOCUSING 


Regarding focusing, there are two 
basic types of binoculars: the indi- 
vidual-eyepiece-focus construction and 
the central-focus type. Individual- 
eyepiece focus glasses are more rugged 
and serviceable, while the central- 
focus glasses are much more conven- 
ient to use for certain purposes. Cen- 
tral-focus binoculars are most useful 
when the subject is often closer than 
100 yards and frequent changes of 
focus may be necessary. Central-focus- 
ing is handy on a boat where the skip- 
per must keep one hand on the helm. 
The other hand is used in focusing. 


SIZE AND WEIGHT 


To the man who participates in pre- 
dicted log competition and likes to 
carry his binocular suspended on a 
strap from his neck during the entire 
contest, size and weight become an 
important factor. A normal 7 x 35 
binocular will weigh about 2 lbs.; while 
a night glass with 50-mm. objectives 
will weigh about 3 lbs. 


COST 


Binoculars can run from as low as 
$25 up to several hundred dollars. A 
way to buy glasses is to go into an 
optical goods store where several types 
and kinds are on sale, and try them on 
the spot. Get permission to take them 
out to the street for a better look. 
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Another way to buy them is from a 
reliable mail order house which offers 
a money-back trial period of sufficient 
duration. It’s wise to get glasses with 
a lifetime guarantee. 


IMPORTED BINOCULARS 


Most of the binoculars being im- 
ported to this country come from 
Germany and Japan. The Japanese 
have the ability to make excellent op- 
tical goods, and their best makes are 
brought into this country by several 
high-grade importers who through in- 
spection during manufacture, rigid 
specifications and a final inspection 
after they arrive here, take pains to 
assure a good product. 


“ZOOM” LENS 

Recently, binoculars have been in- 
troduced with a “zoom” quality. Their 
lenses adjust with a finger-click from 
8-power to 12-power. They can be 
focused for distance at 8-power, then 
without refocusing, the lens can 
“zoom” as high as 12-power, with a 
correspondingly smaller portion of the 
image remaining in view. 


USING THE BINOCULAR 

Glen F. Stillwell of Manhattan 
Beach, Calif. recommends the follow- 
ing: 

1. A binocular should be stored in 
a case and handled with care. Some 
boatmen build or buy felt-lined binocu- 
lar boxes and attach them to the bulk- 
head near the helm for convenience. 

2. Ideally, only one person should 
use the glasses, but if you must share 
the binocular it is sometimes desirable 
to indicate your own adjustment for 
distance between eyes with a mark on 
the separator bar. 

3. If more than one pair of binocu- 
lars are aboard, it is well to “flag” your 
glass with a bit of red tape or colored 
ribbon. It can be spotted quickly when 
necessary. 

4. The following method of holding 
a binocular steady is employed by air- 
craft spotters. Hold the glass firmly 
between the palm of each hand, then 
raise it to your eyes and press each 
free thumb snugly against the cheek 
bone. This works well for some people 
but others find it better to simply 
cradle the binocular lightly in the 
palms and thus hold it lightly to the 
eyes. 

5. For steady viewing with high- 
powered glasses on a dock or on shore, 
a special tripod is desirable, or with a 
special bracket obtainable in an op- 
tical store, you can use a camera tri- 
pod which will provide a firm base.

MALTA CONVOY, by Peter Shank- 
land and Anthony Hunter. Ives Wash- 
burn, Inc., 119 West 40th Street, New 
York 18, N. Y. Illustrated. 256 pages. 
Price $4.00. 


The importance of strategically-lo- 
cated Malta to the Allied cause early 
in the Second World War was apparent 
to both the Allies and the Axis. The 
former were determined to defend the 
island and the latter equally deter- 
mined to destroy it. In the summer of 
1942, supplies on Malta were in such 
a desperate state that it was only a 
matter of weeks before she would have 
to surrender to the German and Italian 
Armies. Convoys bringing relief had 
met with disaster and had been unable 
to carry much-needed food and fuel to 
Malta. Finally, in August of 1942, 
Operation Pedestal was launched and 
a modern armada consisting of two 
battleships, four aircraft carriers, 
twelve cruisers, and forty destroyers 
were deployed to protect 14 merchant 
ships. One of the merchant ships was 
the S.S. Ohio, a fast United States 
tanker made available to the British 
by the United States Government. 

Mr. Shankland and Mr. Hunter cen- 
ter their story upon the Ohio. The 
authors explain the importance of 
Malta to the entire free world and then 
hour by hour follow the convoy 
through the Mediterranean to its ulti- 
mate goal. The description of the 
hardships which these brave crews un- 
derwent will help explain why the Mal- 
ta run was dreaded by the merchant 
fleet during the early part of the war. 

The book is superbly written and 
makes excellent reading. 


MARINE RADIO AND ELEC- 
TRONICS, by Allan Lytel. Cornell 
Maritime Press, Cambridge, Md., 256 
pages, illustrated.

RAILERING A BOAT is not dif- 

ficult, but there are some practical 
tips from Scott Outboard Boating Re- 
search Center that make it even easier 
and safer: 

1. Be sure the trailer fits the boat 
and supports it solidly along most of 
its length, preferably along the keel 
with enough additional padded con- 
tour blocks to hold the boat steady and 
guard against straining the frame. 

2. If the motor is carried on the 
transom, the only practical method 
with heavy motors is solid support at 
the transom. 

3. Balance the boat on the trailer so 
that part of the weight, about 40 to 
50 Ibs. for boats of average size, rests 
on the hitch. This prevents bobbing 
and swaying under way and makes 
handling easier. 

4. Stow all equipment so it cannot 
chafe or rattle, and distribute it so it 
will not disturb the balance of the load 
over the wheels. 

5. Be sure the boat is securely tied 
down at bow and stern. Some modern 
trailers are equipped with transom 
clamps that snap off and on easily but 
lock the stern of the boat firmly to the 
rear end of the trailer frame. 


AMPING TRAILERS are becom- 

ing more popular due to conven- 
ience they offer the camper. One such 
unit is the Apache Scout, made by the 
Vesely Mfg. Co., Lapeer, Michigan.

Also featured is a bug-free zip- 
pered nylon screen door and window 
with head room of up to seven feet.

1. To know the cruising waters, pic- 
nic areas and launching sites reason- 
ably well, to previously scout same, all 
to the satisfaction of the cruise com- 
mittee. 

2. To watch out for the boats fol- 
lowing him. 

3. To maintain radio contact with 
the boat bringing up the rear so that 
no member is lost from the cruise; to

set a speed that can be comfortably 
maintained by all members. 

4. To keep a record of all members 
participating in a cruise. 

5. To count boat bows every time 
the Fleet starts on a run so that no 
members will be left at the dock. 

6. To direct and assign help to a 
member in trouble and to decide 
whether the cruise shall be continued 
or wait for correction of the trouble. 

7. To assign scouting duties to other 
members when necessary. 

8. To take any steps he may deem 
necessary for the safety of the mem- 
bers and their craft. 

9. To always stay in view in the 
number one position at the head of the 
line of boats and to fly the cruise cap- 
tains flag prominently. 

10. To confer with the Commodore, 
Vice Commodore, Senior pilot or ap- 
propriate member of the Cruise Com- 
mittee whenever questions arise. 

1. To assign positions for the 
radio-equipped boats in order to main- 
tain contact from front to rear of line.

waterways, have been privileged to 
serve on gubernatorial and other ad- 
visory Boating committees. In legisla- 
tive and regulatory matters, including 
hearings and petitions, members do 
have the right as private citizens to 
express themselves. However, there 
has been the erroneous inference on 
some occasions that statements of such 
persons are representative of, or ex- 
press, the policy of the Auxiliary itself. 
“Under The Blue Ensign” reports that 
this is not necessarily the case. It is 
for this very reason that the members 
even collectively do not use Auxiliary 
stationery in correspondence with au- 
thorities on any such matters nor wear 
the Auxiliary uniform on related oc- 
casions. The Auxiliary has long recog- 
nized that its effectiveness as a public 


service organization will remain strong 
so long as it serves the pleasure boat- 
man with no duplicity of purpose. This 
means that the Auxiliary should not 
assume any enforcement activity, and 
more certainly should not attempt to 
enter into the political or legislative 
sphere of activity. 

A direct application of this concept 
is the care shown by the Auxiliarist in 
conducting a courtesy motorboat ex- 
amination. He must dispel any notion 
that it is being made in behalf of, or 
is reportable to, any authorities. Also, 
an Auxiliarist is often called upon to 
express an opinion on matters relating 
to a boat and particular items of equip- 
ment being examined. Being aware 
that the inquiring boatowner might

COAST GUARD SETS 
RULINGS FOR 
1961 REGATTAS 


ALIFORNIA BOATING COUN- 
CIL, INC. has forwarded the 
regulations to promote safety of life on 
navigable waters during regattas or ma- 
rine parades issued by the Coast 
Guard. Portions of the regulations are 
repeated here in case a club is planning 
any type of water borne event. Some 
of the principal points in the regula- 
tions are: 

1. You must obtain Coast Guard 
approval for all water borne events on 
navigable waters of the United States, 
if these waters introduce hazards to 
life and property. 

2. You must submit detailed plans 
in accordance with Section 100.05 of 
the Regulations. A chart or scale 
drawing must show boundaries, courses 
to be run, and in the case of motor- 
boat races, clearances from obstacles. 

3. Your detailed plans must be in 
Coast Guard hands sixty days prior to 
the proposed event in those cases 
where limitation on the use of naviga- 
ble waters is involved; otherwise fifteen 
days is the minimum. Imposition of a 
limitation on use of the navigable 
waters is considered necessary in those 
cases involving possible interference 
with normal commerce or other users. 

4. Detailed plans should include: 

a. Name and address of organiza- 
tion. 

b. Nature and purpose of the event. 

c. Information as to the general 
public interest. 

d. Estimated number and types of 
watercraft participating in the event. 

e. Estimated number and types of 
spectator watercraft. 

f. A time schedule and description 
of events. 

g. A section of chart or scale draw- 
ing showing the boundaries of the 
events, various water courses or areas 
to be utilized by participants, officials, 
and spectator craft. 

The term “marine regatta” or “ma- 
rine parade” for the purpose of the 
regulations in this part, is defined to 
be an organized water event of limited 
duration which is conducted according 
to prearranged schedule and in which 
general public interest is manifested. 

If your club is planning a race, re- 
gatta or parade, you should contact 
your district Coast Guard Headquar- 
ters for an application form.

If it is necessary to pass 
through the diving area, the boatman 
should do so at a greatly reduced 
speed, being very careful to keep a 
sharp lookout to avoid floating objects, 
or passing through air bubbles.

HE FACE MASK is a simple 
item of diving equipment, but the 
diver must know how to use it prop- 
erly and how to clear it. Fogging of the 
face plate can be prevented by saliva 
or special anti-fogging preparations. 

Rub them on the glass then rinse. 
To clear the mask of water that may 
have seeped in during a dive, tilt your 
head to the left or right and press the 
mask at the top. Exhale through your 
nose and the air will displace the water
